"Ltme ^tar" Arrioes In Port 
After Stormy All-Ocean Trip 

James Oates and Steve Marchant Report Safe Voyage To 
Charleston fai 18-Foot Canoe; Passage On First Leg ts 
Hindered by Severe S^miHs. 



The "LMie Star," an 18-foot 
canoe manned by James Oates, 21, 
and Steve Marchant, 23, residents 
of Virginia Beaeh during the sum- 
mer, which left here Monday, Sep- 
tember 9. on an all-ocean trip to 
New Orleans, arrived hi Charles- 
ton, S. C, this week after battl- 
ing- severe squall for several 
weeks, it was learned yesterday. 

Peter DeWltt, a friend of the 
two adventurers, received word of 
their arrival in Charleston. Hie 
brief message, written on ji post 
card, informed Mm that the canoe 
had been cracked np in the heavy 
weather, the sail lost and that 
they would be forced to remain in 
Charleston until satisfactory re- 
pairs could be made. 

No Mention «f Hat^eras 

No word, however, was mention- 
ed of the passage around Cape 
Hatteras, that graveyard of the 
Atlantic, which experienced sea- 
men in this vicinity vowed could 
not be navigated in such a frail 
craft. Their arrival in Charleston 
is convincing proof that the pas- 
sage was made, but, unfortunately, 
tliere is no report of the adventure 
itself. Considering the stormy 
weather which has hovered about 
this section since th'e t)oys' take- 
off, it is indeed most remarkable 
that the cape was rounded. 

Although no details were given 
of this first leg of what will even- 
tually be a 2,400 mile voyage, if 
the trip is successful, DeWitt be- 
lieves that the "Lone Star" was 



f(Hrced into some haven during the 
time of the severe weather, pos- 
sibly for more than a wedc. It is 
regrettabte that this first luxa- 
tion of the boys' whereabouts 
should be so lacking in details 
which are certain to be most in- 
teresting and adventureful. 

New Srii Slewed 

Upon receipt of the message, De- 
Witt immediately shipped a new 
sail to their Charleston address 
and asked for more information 
on the trip round the cape. 

When the "Lone Star" left Vir- 
ginia Beach, the boys expressed 
the hope that once the Ne^ Or- 
leans objective is achievMT they 
would be aUe to find >i(ufficient 
backing to proceed to^e Panama 
Canal, through it and up the west 
coast to San Francisco. They 
planned to stay on the ocean an 
the way down the Atlantic Coast 
to the Florida Keys, then proceed- 
ing along the Florida west coast to 
the Gulf of Mexico and on to New 
Orleans. 

Wiser heads pointed out to 
Marchant and Oates that a ti>ip 
through the inland waterways 
would accomplish the same ob- 
jective. They repHeC, however, 
^at their mission was prompted 
by the desire for adventure and 
that "we want to do something no 
one else ever has done." In round- 
ing Hatteras in their canoe, they 
have done something never before 
accomplished, if local report may 
be relied upon.

SAID UNNEEDED 



B. P. Holland Refutes State- 
ments on Bird Extinction 
Made by Lecturer. 



Taking exception to publlsned 
statements of Dr. Harry C. Ob^r- 
holser. senior biologist of the tJ. 
S. Biological Survey, that game 
ducks are nearing extinction and 
that, therefore, a closed season on 
hunters is necessary, B. P. Hol- 
land, long a prominent figure in 
Virginia Beach, called reporters 
to his bedside yesterday and talk- 
ed at length of the biologist's 
views, which, he asserted, were 
contrary to the beliefs and exper- 
iences of millions of sportsmen. 

Dr. Oberholser delivered two 
lectures on wild life and game 
preservation at the Princess Anne 
Courthouse scho<d last Saturday, 
in which he explained the re- 
strictive rulings of the federal 
agency and pleaded for more con- 
sideration for the feathered 
animals on the part of sportsmen. 

Quotes Prom Census 

Quoting from the recently pub- 
lished census of ducks taken in 
northern United States and Can- 
ada by the More Game Birds 
Foundation in cooperation with 
the American and Canadian gov. 
emments, Mr. Holland asserted 
that we will have the largesfinl- 
gration of waterfowl from the 
prairie nesting aresas in six years, 
with a flight south of forty mil- 
lion birds predicted. TTiere will

It would, perhaps, be of interest 
to the visitor to the historic 
State of Virginia to know that the 
modem highways over which they 
now travel were once marched 
over by the British, French and 
American armies of the Revolu- 
tioniiry War. Stories of the past 
are found in every section of Vir- 
ginia, but none lend themselves 
to a travel story as weU as the 
Virginia campaign of 1781. given 
in detail elsewhere in these col- 
umns. The rather involved move- 
ments of the armies throughout 
a large portion of the state can 
still be followed by means of 
modem highways. 

This guide has been prepared 
to aid the visitor in tracing these 
military movements of the Revol- 
ution and to show the prelimin- 
ary manoeuvers leading to the 
final decisive battle at Yorktown. 
where on October 19, the anniver- 
sary of the surrender of Lord 
Comwallis will be celebrated as 
the concluding event in the Vir- 
ginia Autumn Travelogue, which 
began September 25 with the Na- 
tional Tobacco Festival at South 
Boston. 

Summary of Campaign 

A brief summary of the cam- 
paign will undoubtedly aid the 
traveler in understanding the var- 
ious steps leading to the victory of 
the American Arms. 

Prior to 1780 the Revolutionary 
War, being largely concentrated in 
the middle and northern states. 



had not touched Virginia S(H1. In 
that year Amold was sent by the 
British to raid the Tidewater sec- 
tion of the state. The British un- 
der Lord Comwallis had cam- 
paigned in the Carolinas since 
1778. but had been only partiaUy 
successful in the attempt to con- 
quer them. In April and May, 
1731. Lord Comwallis invaded Vir- 
gmia and marched to Petersburg 
where he joined forc« iWth 
Phillips, who had replaced Ainold. 
In the meantime, Lafayette had 
been sent to defend the state. He 
had marched from Baltimore to 
Richmond in April, 1781. 

Rmit of AasemMy 

After a short stay at Petersburg, 
Comwallis sent Tarleton with his 
cavalry to disperse the Virginia 
assembly convened at Charlottes- 
ville. The British nearly surprised 
the entire Assembly, seizing some 
of its members, and all but cap- 
turing Jefferson, the Oovemor. 
Tarleton was foiled in a curious 
way. Jack Jouett, a patriot, saw 
the British cavalry ride by, and 
guessed that Charlottesville Was 
their destination. He rode across 
country by devious ways, reached 
Charlottesville before Tarleton, 
and gave the waming. After this 
raid, Comwallis proceeded to Wil- 
liamsburg, clofiely followed by La- 
fayette. The British then march- 
ed from WUliamsburg to Ports- 
mouth. Comwallis havihg orders 
from General Clinton to establish

Pressing the case of the Town 
for a more etjuitable distribution 
of road funds for highway main- 
tenance through the corporate 
limits, Mayor Roy Smith last week 
presented the Town of Virginia 
Beach's objections tb the present 
ruling before the legislative com- 
mittee of the League of Virginia 
Municipalities and was assured of 
that body's support before the 
next session of the State legisla- 
ture. 

Under the terms of the existing 
regulation, towns and cities with 
a population of 3500 or more are 
entitled to receive $1500 per mile 
for each mile of through highway 
found within the city's boundaries. 
Mayor Smith and the town coun- 
cil are in agreement that such a 
regulation Is discriminating and 
unfair, for It forces Virginia Beach 
to the expense of maintaining the 
more than four miles of state 
roads lying within the corporate 
limits. 

Resolution Introduced 

To present these objections to 
the Virginia league, at its annual 
meeting in Fiederlcksburg. Mayor 
Smith. Russell Land. W. H. Pat- 
ton and Willard Ashburn. town 
attorney, appeared before the 
legislative committee * last week. 
As a result of their argument, a 
resolution was introduced before 
the league assembly urging the 
State leglslalui-e to end such in- 
equality and to instruct the high- 
way department to pay the sum of 
$1500 per mile each year, or some 
other sum to be agreed upon, to 
all towns and cities, regardless of 
slse. The resolution was adopted 
by the assembly. 

The local group also seii^d upon 
the occasion to join with other 
communities' reprewntatives in 
pressing for a more equitable dis- 
tribution of ABC profits. The 
existing system of retuming sur.

Hope That New Disposal 
riaiit and Dredging Plan 
Will Be Accepted HoMs. 



Although the two major pro- 
jects requested for tfils area from 
the Wotks Progress Administra- 
tion by the town council were ap- 
proved by the Richmond office of 
the organization, no word is as 
yet forthcoming from the Wash- 
ington headquarters as to their 
disposition. Newspaper reports 
that all WPA funds have been al- 
located for Virginia leave their 
fate wholly in the dark. Mayor 
Smith stated this week. 

A new sewage disposal plant,, 
to cost $168,000, and the dredging 
of Long Creek, estimated at ap- 
proximately $30,000, were the two 
projects requested. Mayor Smith 
pointed out that these two Items, 
plus another request for $9,000 for 
new sewer lines, which has been 
approved, were the only projects 
requested by the Town of Virginia 
Beach. 

Plant Held Adequate 

Although state health officials 
have pronounced the present dis- 
posal plant as adequate and in no 
way a menace to public health, 
construction of a new plant Is be- 
believed necessary by the town 
officials. Their application, seek- 
ing a direct grant of 45 per cent 
from the WPA, has l)een approved 
by the Richmond office, ftwn 
which word of an optimisttc, na- 
ture was received relative to the 
final disposition of the request 
However, there has been no word 
from Washington regarding the 
outcome. 

The dredging project, which 
would permit all pleasure craft to 
sail directly into Broad ttay. Is 
regarded as of greatest imiMrtwice 
because of the value of a yacht 
basin to Virginia Beach. ^M need 
for a suitable anchorage hi this 
neighborhood has long been ap- 
parent, arid it was the h<HJe of the 
council that WPA would see fit 
to grant the reqimt tor dredging.

Continued activity at the State 
Mihtary Encampment by regular 
army and naval units well into 
this present autumn defies the 
usual shortness of the tourist sea- 
son and continues to bring rev- 
enue mto the coffers of local mer- 
chants. How much has been con- 
tributed to the success of this sea- 
son—speaking from the point of 
view of the merchant— ^by the ser- 
vice omits that have used the 
State's facihties at Virgmia Beach 
is impossible of calculation, but 
the certain expenditure of at least 
$200,000 can be charted. 

This is a goodly sum, but no- 
thing when contrasted with future 
possibilities IF the reservation is 
modernized and sufficient addi- 
tional land secured to make the 
training of a brigade possible. At 
this time, a brigade can be quar- 
tered on the field, but modem 
training is out of the question be- 
cause of a lack of space. With 
additional facilities, the reserva- 
tion could be made so attractive as 
to bring here groups similar to the 
Virginia National Guard, not for 
a one two-weeks' period, but for 
as much as eight or ten weeks. 
Let those who are more expert at 
figures determine Just what return 
Norfolk and Virginia Beach mer- 
chants, as well as the county 
growers, might expect. 

Although it has been proposed 
that such additional land as is 
needed be purchased by local in- 
terests and deeded to the State, 
the futility of arousing sufficient 
Interest in local circles to make 
such possible is so apparent as 
to defy hope. A counter proposal 
therefore, is offered, which, if 
pursued properly, should bring 
the desired results in quick order. 

The Virginia legislature must be 
made to see the wisdom of the de- 
Sired purchase. Eastern delegates 
and senators, it is believed, will be 
prompt to Join the movement, but 
considerable opposition may be 
expected from the western part of 
the state, where a movement al- 
ready is underway to deed 2500 
acres of suitable ground to the 
State Military Commission for a 
new campsite. If such action as 
the west proposes is accepted, it 
will mean, of course, the complete 
abandonment of the local reserva- 
tion. 

We cannot believe that local in- 
terests will see such abandonment 
proposed without fighting. Vet, 
unless something is done prompt- 
ly, the day is not far off when Vir. 
ginia Beach and Princess Anne 
county may find themselves fac- 
ing the removal of a most valu- 
able asset. 

Those who regularly fight to 
bring small conventions to this 
section of the State mght do well 
to pay some attention to the pro- 
blem of the Rifle Range. Conven- 
tions, as we all have learned, 
mean price-cutting and lower 
rates. Did anyone ever hear a na 
tional guardsmen inquire as to 
the price of a Cwa Cola?

What chance hta a writer to 
make a livtog by creative work? 
Are there apprediriiHe possibihties 
of winning a decent livelihood 
through the writing pt short 
storto or novels? These questions 
are posed by Theodore Hall in his 
book column appearing in the 
Washington Post. 

As a partial answer. Mr HaU 
quotes from a recent talk by 
George Stevei» of 0e Saturday 
Review of Wterature before tl» 
annual \ttiters' conference at 
Bread Loaf, Vt. Mr. Stevens re- 
called that a study made not long 
ago^of the short-stmry field, show- 
ed that it cannot poraibly be re- 
garded as more than a $3,000,000- 
a-year business,and Iwnce was wen 
below the manufacture of fish 
nets and the production of cran- 
berries. He estimated that the 
total income of aD American 
novelists from their novels is $2,- 
000,000 a year. Since they pro- 
duce 1,200 novels annuaOy, that 
makes an average of $1,960 per 
author. One could hardly call 
novel-wrtlng a bonanza at that 
rate. As for first novels, publish- 
ers regard a sale of 2,000 copies as 
good. The author's share, under 
such circumstances, is $S00. 

For every Sinclair Lewis, every 
Wllla Gather, every Jame.s Branch 
Cabell, every Bllen Glasgow, there 
are scores of novelists whose books 
bring in hardly any revenue at all 
when 'tone considers the time and 
effort spent on them. Bernard de 
Voto, one of the better f ictioneers, 
told Mr. Stevens that on his three 
novels he earned $500, $300 and 
$900. respectively, and that he 
worked from one to two and a 
half years on each of them. He 
added that he gets $1,500 from the 
Saturday Evening Post for stories 
which require from two to four 
weeks. 

It must be borne in mind, too, 
that the books of most of the best- 
selling authors did not sell at first. 
Sinclair Lewis, whose novels are 
now translated into a dozen lang- 
uages, published five mediocre 
novels before he rang the bell with 
Mahi Street. Phil Stong's State 
Fair was selected by the Literary 
Guild in 1032, and he is now a 
best-seller, but, if we remember 
correctly, he had written numer- 
ous novels and failed to get any 
of them published up to that time. 
Joseph Hergesheimer had a 
similar experience. Miss Gather's 
first books were not particularly 
successful, either commercially or 
artistically. O Pioneers was her 
fourth novel, and My Antonla her 
sixth. Mr. Cabell published 11 
books before he produced Jurgen, 
his first great commercial success. 

So it seems fairly obvious that 
the road to literary eminence is a 
decidedly rocky one, and that only 
a combination of ability and per- 
severance Is apt to bring any 
likelihood of either artistic or 
monetary reward. For those who 
must woo the divine lUffatus hi 
their leisure hours, the difficidties 
are redoubled, for after a normal 
day's work at the office they must 
summon all their reserve energies 
and start over again when they 
get hwne. Week ends and holidays 
must be devoted to poundhig the 
typewriter, and after the Job is 
done they may find that the pub- 
ii^^rs are not intenested. 

consequently few things seem 
cleaner than that literary emlh- 
ence hardly ever is wmi exc^t 
after arduous and p^ustakhig 
labor. Bometunes It Is ocoiMttpan- 
ied by wiequate Hnondal returns.

Naturally, we are distrustful of 
the criticisms of non-Virginians. 
They, we feel, are likely to protest 
too much, and on inadequate un- 
derstanding, either they are too 
gracious and iwre us with their 
enthusiasms for what have always 
been, to us, matters of course, or 
they are too Irritated with what 
we feel are nonessentials. We 
are not, as a rule, self-critical: It 
is not that we are incapable of 
self-criticism, nor that we object 
to it greatly; we Just fall to see 
the. reason for it.

Moreover, some 
iA his experiences have been too 
personal and poignant. "The botdc 
is an the better for these thtogs; 
after aD Mr. Meade is not pre- 
senttog an official report. For 
example, not an the visitors to 
Virgtola Beach have to be con- 
ftoed in the "Dog Palace," though 
the good folk back home to the 
hills would be surprised if they 
knew what effect salt air has up- 
on some of their solid fellow, 
townsmen. The author has mere- 
ly recorded what has seemed 
significant or interesttog to him. 
Since he has seen thtogs that 
many others will also find signi- 
ficant and interesting, and has 
described them cleverly and 
honestly, we have no right to ask 
more. 

As I see it, "I Live in Virginia " 
will toterest Virginians more than 
it will those who have no close 
famllarity with the State. That, 
however, is not very important. 
The important thing is that intel-- 
ligent young Virginians are be- 
coming self-critical, not for the 
purpose of finding fault, but that 
they may understand themselves. 
Mr. Meade is one of the first to 
speak. It is likely .that we shall 
soon hear from others. 



Fraijcis Brett Young has now 
come across with a good, four- 
generation, development -of -the- 
English-countryside novel, and 
lo! he is to become a new British 
institution. "White Ladles," the 
title of the book, is also the name 
of a great house which, to Ara. 
bella Ttoseley of industrial ante- 
cedents, represents a shadowy 
ideal.

ITiose 
who found themselves on the 
broad highways, who accomplish- 
ed that which the world calls good 
became heroes and leaders; those 
who conttoued on as transients 
were regarded as "bums," men 
without purpose and without ties, 
who, even as the autumn leaves, 
drifted hither and yon as climate 
or fancy dictated. The difference 
between thcne who succeeded and 
those who failed was then, as to- 
day, one of ability and capacity 
for accomplishment. 

Jesus Christ, born of transient 
parents, has been called the 
world's most outstanding tran- 
sient. His zeal and the mission of 
his life did not permit him to set- 
tle down in life's normal routine, 
and the supposed comforts of the 
property-owner were unknown to 
him. The highways of the eastern 
world constituted the sphere of 
his action, and his home was 
wherever he happened to lay his 
head. Yet, though without prop- 
erty, without any of the ties that 
the modern world views as neces- 
saiy for stability, the ethical code 
which he advanced and taught re- 
mains the standard by v/hlch all 
human conduct is Judged.

The results of several months of 
research and reconsideration of 
the whole tax system of Virginia, 
state and local, will l>e laid Iieforf 
the committee on taxation and 
government of the Virginia State 
Chamber of Commerce on Octo- 
ber 10, in Richmond, Colonel Le- 
Roy Hodges, managing director of 
the State Chamber, announced 
yesterday. 

The committee, which Is headed 
by J. Vaughan Oary, of Rich- 
mond, counsel for the former 
State Chamber committee on 
taxation, will hear the report of 
Dr. Raymond B. Pinchbeck, its 
research advisor, and determine 
its future procedure after analyz- 
ing his fipdings. 

Members of the committee in- 
clude Mr. Oary, Robert P. Sea- 
man, of Norfolk, Mark Btherldge, 
of Richmond, C. O'connor Oool- 
rick of Prederlcksburg, C. O. Hol- 
land of Danville^ Charles P. Mac- 
gill of Pulaski and Dr. Rtrtiert H. 
Tucker of Lexhigton. 

The committee's announced ob- 
jectives include an analysis and 
evaluation of the actual and 
potential revenue sources of the 
state in relation to revenue needs, 
a survey of the business license 
taxation and a review of sales tax 
exiierlence In relation to a bal- 
anced system of taxation. It also 
plans to investigate tax delin- 
quency and appraise tax admin- 
istration efficiency. 

The work of Its research unit hi 
assembling facts along these lines 
will be appraised at its meeting 
October 10 and the committee will 
determine on what section of its 
program it will concentrate its 
study first.

Crushed ice makes an attractive 
garnish. Use It in celery and oUve 
dishes, on butter, in or around 
cocktail glasses. Water may be 
ttated to various pastel shades 
and frozen the day before for 
party Ice cubes. Then store In 
the defrosting pan if. the trays 
are desired for frozen salads or 
desserts. 

A home-made equivalent of 
"Popslcles" may be made by freez- 
ing a half and half mixture of 
ginger ale and grape. loganberry, 
lime, or raspberry Juice.

Sitagie Is Set 

The stage was set for the final 
scene at Yorktown. General 
Washington moved an American 
and French farce tram around 
New YOTk City to this port and 
Comte de Orasse estaUished a 
Uockade at the mouth of the 
York. After a three weeks' sl^re 
Lord ComwalBs was forced to 
surrender to the Allies on Octo- 
ber 19. 1781. This event is cele- 
brated annually at Yorktown and 
this latter p(rtnt shmild be visited 
on that date as a concluding event 
to this historic tour.

From the North— State High- 
way 2 — ^The American Forces un- 
der the Marquis de Lafayette 
marched along this route through 
Washington, Fredericksburg and 
Bowling Green, arriving at Rich- 
mond, April 29. 1781. 

From the West— Virginia High- 
ways 4 and 22. 6 or U. S. Highway 
250— In June, 1781, the British, 
under Tarleton, raided Charlottes- 
ville. They approached t^e city 
through Louisa by way of the 
modem Highways 4 and 22 and 
returned to Richmond through 
Columbia and Goochland by 
Highway 8. Highway 250 follows 
the line of march of Lafayette 
who followed Tarleton back to 
Richmond. 

From Richmond to Williams- 
burg— Virginia Highways 4 and 
30— The British, closely followed 
by the Americans In the latter 
part of June. 1781, marched to 
Williamsburg over these routes. 

From Williamsburg to Ports- 
mouth—Virginia Highways 31 and 
10— On July 5 Lord Comwallis 
left Williamsburg and marched 
over these routes to Portamouth 
to establish a navat base. From 
Portsmouth the British forces sail- 
ed to Yorktown. 

From Baltimore. Maryland 
Chesapeake Bay— The American 
and French armies under General 
Washington and Comte de Roch- 
ambeau boarded transports at 
Elkton and Annapolis, Maryland. 
They sailed dqwn the Chesapeake 
Bay, entered the James River and 
disembarked at Williamsburg on 
September 14. 1781. On the thir- 
tieth day of the previous month, 
Comte de Grasse had anchored his 
fleet at the mouth of the York 
River, establishing a blockade and 
completing the net around Lord 
Comwallis. .

. Washington ordered the march

as lU(ht and as unencumbered as 
poasiMe. The advance guard was 
to be formed of a brigade of in. 
lantry with its artillery, preceded 
by a corps of riflemen and light 
A'agoons.'^The camp guards and 
ttie rear guard were ordered to 
form (HI the great road on the left, 
m rear of the encampment. 

Such were the orders given by 
General Washington. The next 
morning was to see the entire 
army swinging along the great 
road to Yorktown, a distance of 
11 miles, to begin the actutd siege 
of the village which sheltered Lord 
Comwallis and his British and 
Hessian forces. 

On the same day. the 27th, 
Waithlngton dispatched a mes- 
sage to DeOrasse, acknowledging 
Ills Indebtedness to the French 
admiral for his pledge of assist- 
ance and promised that an Amer- 
ican battery would take up its 
position at Old Point Comfort to 
cover the operations of the French 
fleet in the Chesapeake. 
September 28— Continentals And 
French Reach Yorktown 

Barly on the morning of the 
asth the troops moved forward to 
the scene of their coming triumph. 
The 11 miles between Williams- 
burg and Yorktown were covered 
In leisurely fashion under a clear 
sky, the troops taking the great' 
road down the peninsula with the 
Ccmtlnentals and French in ad- 
Vance. Passing the Half-Way 
House in single column at noon, 
the Americans filed to the right 
and halted within two miles of the 
enemy's position before Yorktown, 
the French continuing the direct 
route to Yorktown by the "Brick 
House." The militia, marching 
farther to the right, joined the 
Continentals at a point known as 
Munford's Bridge. Muhlenberg's 
tight Infantry Brigade, preceded 
by Moylan's dragaoiis and Colonel 
Lewis' riflemen, formed the van 
of the Americans; St. Simon's 
volunteers and chasseurs and 
grenadiers under the Marquis de 
Laval led the French force. 

It is recorded that the troops 
all moved in light marching order, 
ready for action at a momentis 
notice and doubtless eager for the 
opportunity to fulfill the Instruc- 
ttons of the Commander-in-Chief 
Ittued the day before: 'If the 
•nemy should be tempted to meet 
ttte army on its march the Gen- 
■ral particularly enjoins the 
troops to place their principal re- 
liance on the bayonet, that they 
may prove the vanity of the boast 
Which the British make of their 
peculiar prowess In deciding bat- 
Um with that weaiwm.

Tlw di^ me spent re- 
cmmoitatng the «Msny's position 
ami d^erminiiv upon a plan (tf 
attack and approach which, so 
states Washiinrton to hb memw- 
mdum for the day, had to be done 
without the antetance oS the sOiip- 
plng above Um town. » the 
French adtaniral (desq^te Wadiing- 
ton's ramest aolMtation) <tecllned 
luaardnig any vess^ at that 
statioD. 

The Fnnch tro(H>s occuiried the 
ground on &te west side of the 
creek f rmn the upper part of the 
York River down as far .as the 
marshes near the retidence of CM- 
oml Nebon, taking advantage of 
the wooib as curtalui and the 
manhy credcs to confine the 
enemy within pbtol shot (rf their 
outworks. Both armies comideted 
their investment without the loss 
of a man. althoogh not without a 
show of cqapositton on the part of 
the British pickets. 

A iMldge or causeway was erect- 
ed across Beaverdam Cretk the 
night before, and parties of light 
infantrymen and riflemen from 
both armies reconn<^tered the 
ground withto pi^ol shot of the 
ene my. Tlie Brttlah. however, 
save for an occasicmal skirmish, 
rested quietly awaiting develop- 
ments. 

By nightfaU both armies were 
encamped on the selected sites. 
September 3i Bilt faih Ataadon 
Oater f^sHlea 

Comwallis, feeling the weakness 
of his outer line of defences and 
fearing surprise, on the night of 
September 29th withdrew his 
forces from the entrenched camp 
at Pigeon Hill and retired, with 
all guns, to the immediate de- 
fences of Yorktown. This move, 
both a surprise and an advantage 
to the besiegers, was pronounced 
unmilitary by both American and 
French officers, upon the ground 
that for the besieged the position 
was a defensible point, which 
should have been held as long as 
possible to gain time. In view of 
possible relief. Clinton, too. criti- 
cized this move of the British earl 
most severely, arguing, in later 
years, that "it appeared to him 
most extraordinary that Com- 
wallis should have quitted such 
works in such a position without 
a conflict." 

Comwallis. however, was the 
Judge of the Immediate situation, 
and felt It best to regard his re- 
duced force with as much caution 
as possible. Dispatches had reach- 
ed him the day before, announc- 
ing Clinton's Intention of sending 
a relieving fleet to Yorktown 
about October 5, in which case, 
upon its arrival. Yorktown could 
be held at the inner line. 

"On the morning of the 30th." 
Washington wrote to the Presid- 
ent of Congress, "we discovered 
that the enemy had evacuated all 
their exterior works, and with- 
drawn themselves to those near 
the town. By this means we are 
in possession of very advantageous 
grounds, which command their 
line of works in a very near ad- 
vance." The abandoned position 
was occupied by the allies on the 
same forenoon; French cTiasseurs 
and grenadiers taking possession 
of the two redoubts at Pigeon 
Quarter and the American light 
infantry holding the ground on 
their right. 

Also on the 30th the volunteers 
of St. Simon drove in the enemy'* 
pickets on the extreme left, in 
front of the Pusileer redoubt, and 
a sharp skirmish occurred. T^is 
enabled the left brigade of the 
French to occupy a more advant- 
ageous pmltion. 

October I— American and French 
Positions 

Cr. Kelm, bi his interesting his- 
toi-y of the Revolutionary War, 
prepared by authority of Congress, 
sums up the American and French 
positions at the beginning of the 
Yorktown siege in this fashion: 

At the opening of the siege the 
investing lines formed a semi- 
circle about two miles frwn the 
British works, the extremes rest- 
ing on York River. The Ameri- 
cans held the right, with the 
headquarters of General Lincoln 
near Wormeley's Creek, the light 
infantry of Lafayette and Virginia 
militia under Governor Nelson ex- 
tending westward north of the 
Hamrton road. The Virginia, 
Maryland and Pennsylvania Con- 
'tincntal line under von Steuben.

lying south of the road, ad- 
vanced, with the New York, New 
Jersey and Rhode Island line and 
sappers and miners under Gen- 
eral James Clinton in their rear. 
The American artillery was park- 
ed ready for use in the rear of 
von Steuben's left, with General 
Knox's headquarters, artificers' 
camp and quartermasters In its 
rear. 

Across a marsh and the Beaver- 
dam Creek to the west were the 
general headquarters of the entire 
French army. The headquarters 
of General Washington and camp 
of his Life Guards occupied the 
center. General Rochambeau was 
located about one-half mile north- 
east, with the French artillery 
parked on his front. 

About three-fourths of a mile 
northwest of the Fiench artillery 
camp lay Regiments Bourbonnais 
and Oeux-Ponts. under Baron de 
Vlometiil; on their left. Regiments 
Solssonais and Saintonge, under 
Vlcomte Viomenil: at their left 
lay St. Simon and his West Indian 
contingent: their left resting on 
the river. A detachment of Tour- 
alne was advanced toward, the 
British left. A grand guard was 
thrown out toward the British 
center. 

The Due de Lauzun with his 
legion, the land troops of DeBar- 
ras' squadron and General Weed- 
on with a brigade of Virginia mili- 
tia, under the general command 
of General de Cholsy, were* de- 
tached to look after Gloucester. 

DeGrasse occupied Lynnhaven 
Bay, whence he could control the 
entrance to the Chesapeake, 
should Gravra make another ef- 
fort, and watch any attempts on 
the part of Comwallis in that 
direction. 

October 2 — Preparations Made for 
Final Drive 

Following the auspicious open- 
ing of the campaign to invest 
Yorktown, the fint week in Octo- 
ber was devoted^ttoy t^e allied 
armies to preparations for the 
final drive against Cornwallls and 
his British and Hessian forcra. 
Much of the time was taken up 
with the making of gabions, fas- 
cines and stakes, the bringing up 
of guns and careful surveying for 
nearer appnmches to Uie enemy. 



on the part of both armies, there 
was very little fighting during the 
week, but it was a busy interval 
for everyone, and none, perhaps, 
busier than General Washington. 
On the 1st he was in the saddle, 
reconnoitering on the right. "This 
afternoon, three o'clock," says 
Lieutenant Feltman. who was on 
picket duty at Moore's Mill, head 
of Wormley Creek, "his Excellency 
General Washington, General 
Duportall and several other engin- 
eers crossed at the mill-dam to 
take a view of the enemy's works. 
His Excellency sent one of his 
aides-de-camp for Captain Smith 
and his guard of fifty men, to 
march In front of his Excellency 
as a covering party, which we did, 
and v,-ent under cover of a hill, 
where v.e posted our guard, when 
his Excellency, General Washing- 
ton and General Duportall with 
three men of our guard advanced 
within three hundred yards of the 
enemy's works, which Is the town 
of York" French engineers and 
General Rochambeau were equally 
active In reconnoitering the 
enemy's position. 

The main delay, it appeara, in 
opening the approaches, arose 
from lack of transportation for 
the slege-pleces which were then 
at the James River. "Much dili- 
gence." wrote Washington, "was 
used in debarking and transport- 
ing the stores, cannon, etc., from 
Trebell's Landing (six miles from 
the Yorktown position) on James 
River t« camp; which for Want of 
team.s went on heavily." The 
teams had been sent around from 
Head of Elk, and on their arrival 
work was pressed with more dis- 
patch. So urgent was the com- 
mander-in-chief in the matter, 
that he sent his own baggage wag- 
ons over, and In the drders irf 
October 2nd. requested all the 
generals, field and other otnceiB 
to send theirs, as it was "of ut- 
most importance that the hmvy 
artillery should be brought up 
without a moment's loss of time." 
October 3— The BaMIe of 
Gloaocater 

While active preparations were 
being pressed on the Yorktown 
side of the river for the final drive 
on Comwallis. there was activity 
and excitement on the Glouoester 



Save for occasional skirmishes side. On the 28th of September, 



when the investment of Yorktown 
was begun. General Washington 
ordered the Due de Lauzun's 
legion, 600 strong, half cavalry, 
half infantry and 800 marines 
from De Barras' squadron to Join 
the force of 1500 Virginia militia 
under General Weedon on the 
Gloucester side of the river, all 
to be under the general command 
of Brigadier-General de Cholsy. 

On the morning of October 3rd. 
de Cholsy deciding that Weedon's 
camp at Dixon's Mill was too far 
from the enemy, orders were given 
to move up to a position nearer 
Tarleton's camp. Marching in the 
direction of Gloucester, this force 
entered "a long lane nearly four 
miles from Gloucester," which 
emerged on an open field on the 
right and a piece of woods on the 
left. 

That sarile morning, it so hap- 
pened, the British were also on the 
Gloucester Road, nearly the en- 
tire garrison engaged upon a 
"grand forage" of the countryside. 
Following this force under the 
command of Lieutenant Colonel 
Dundas were Tarleton's legion and 
part Of Slmcoe's Rangers, all quite

dxrisy. It is recorded that the 
one army entered one end of the 
land as tlie van of the other Mmy 
entered the other end. BoQi 
armies were now too close to avoid 
discovery, and both immediately 
prepared for action, the exper- 
ienced Tarleton taking to the 
woods for organization, the Doc 
de Lauzun preferring the open 
plain. 

A skirmish at close quarters fol- 
lowed, Tarleton was thrown from 
his horse, an accident which pre- 
vented him from engaging In 
hand-to-hand combat with Lauzun 
and seeing that his main body of 
cavalry could not stop the daunt- 
less Lauzun. the Britislr officer 
sounded a retreat and reformed 
his lines under cover of Captain 
Champagne's infantry conqiany, 
Which had just arrived. This 
timely arrival saved Tarleton, as 
the French, who had vigorously 
pursued him, retired before the 
superior force, and there were no 
further cavalry engagements. 
Lieutenant Colonel Mercer and 
his militiamen arriving on the 
scene, checked the advance of the 
British foraes, and, as Lauzun's 
cavahy again lined up behind the 
sharpshooters for another charge, 
the British left the field with the 
loss of thirteen men. Lauzun and 
Mercer were congratulated and 
thanked by Washington on re- 
ceipt of the news of their victory 
the following day. 

Upon the field of the skirmish 
de Cholsy pitched his camp, 
throwing out strong advance posts 
within a mile and a half of Glou- 
cester, and there he remained un- 
til the close of the siege, the 
enemy sticking close within their 
lines.

White Pfatiriie Leads 
In Cause of Deaths 

Tulierculosls, the dreaded 
white plague, continues to lead 
in the cause of deaths in Vir- 
ginia, Dr. W. A. Pleck§r, state 
registrar of vital statistics, re- 
ported this week. Of the 2,1(^ 
deaths in August, a total of 149 
were caused by tuberculosis. 

A total of 85 deaths were at- 
tributed to diarrhea during the 
month, with pneumonia prov- 
ing fatal in 39 instances. 
Twenty dysentery deaths were 
reported and thirteen resulted 
from typhoid fever. Influenza 
accounted for 12 deaths, polio- 
myehtis for 8, syphilis for 16, 
pellegra for 11, tetanus for 7 
and malaria for 4. One death 
was reported as a result of 
rabies and another from undul- 
ant fever.

Under the terms of the act 
creating the National Youth

of transportation and lunches. In 
exchange for such assistance, the 
oiing men and women so select- 
ed will render aid to the school of- 
ficials, assisting in the library, thQ 
office, the lunchroom and in 
other matters determined upon by 
the principal of the school. 

The quota for Princess Anne 
county was established by the 
number of relief cases reported to 
the federal agencies last May. On 
this basis. $716 will be spent here 
during the next eight months, 
with a monthly allottment of $6 
being given to those students who 
qualify for this type of assistance. 

Principals Cooperate 

Applications for aid from the 
National Youth Movement must 
be made through the principal of 
the school in which the student 
is enrolled. It Is undei-stood. of 
course, that only those applica- 
tions will be considered which 
come from children whose families 
are now engaged on relief projects. 

According to Dr. Walter S. New- 
man, of Richmond, director of the 
movement for the State of Vir- 
ginia, and Superintendent Cox, 
worthy young people who other- 
wise would be forced to drop away 
from their studies because of in- 
adequate clothing and books will 
be permitted to continue their 
education under federal auspices. 
When local applications have been 
received, these will be forwarded

Variety of Courses of Instruc- 
tion Offered to Residents of 
County. 



Education for adults will be 
continued in the county this year 
under WPA auspices, Superinten- 
dent of Schools^ Cox tmnounced 
this week. Beginning the third 
year of such instruction In after- 
noon and evening classes, present 
Indications suggest the largest at- 
tendance and widest variety of 
subjects thus far offered to the 
residents, both white and colored. 
In the county. 

As in the past, four types of 
educational training will be of- 
fered this fall: 

Typfs of Instruction 

Elementary education for 
adults, designed to eliminate illi- 
teracy in Princess Anne and of- 
fered particularly to negroes. Per- 
sons interested in the fundamen. 
tai of education, including train- 
ing in reading and writing are in- 
vited to sign up for this work. 
During the past two years, eigh- 
teen classes have been conducted 
in the elementary subjects, and 
the work has been most valuable 
in the elimination of ignorance in 
the communities of this county. 

General education, embracing 
instruction in secondary subjects 
of a varied nature, and Including 
classes in art. interior decorating, 
home nursing and other practical 
subjects, Mr, Cox points out that 
this type of instruction is suffic- 
iently expansive to include any 
type of vocational training draiied 
by prospective adult students. Last 
year, twenty-four classes were 
given instruction under this class- 
ification, including those held at

COMMITTEES WILL PROdiB 
LICENSES, POLICE LAWS 

Membership Taken in Lddtf 
Ciiamber o f Commerce; 
Aodit Contracted For. ~ 

Ruling, upon the advice of Wll- 
lard Ashbum, town attorney, that 
contract for a proposed fishing 
and amusement pier at the ocean 
end of 13th Street caimot be made 
until the project is advertised and 
opportimlty given to all poa^bJi 
operators to present their bids, Gat 
Town Council of Virginia Beacll 
last Monday night rescinded its 
former contract to H. P. Etheridgfl 
and announced that such legal 
advertisement would be made in 
the near future, 

13th Street Site Selected 

Although Mr, Etheridge argued 
for the selection of a location at 
14th Street, it was pointed-out by 
C, T. Whitehead, also interested 
in the construction of a pier, that 
the 13th Street location would 
mean the erection of but a single 
obstruction if at any future time 
the town determined to refill the 
lakes to the west of the ocean 
front properties with salt water. 
Council was inclined to agree with 
the logic of his observations, and 
the 13th Street site was determin- 
ed upon as the proper spot for the 
pier's location. 

Advertising for bids also Will 
give an opportunity to the pn4>- 
erty-owners of the area to voiee 
any objections they may hold tO 
the construction of the pier, tt 
was because of definite objections 
on the part of property-ownwi 
that the site was moved last 
month from 17th Street, where 
Mr. Etheridge had proposed his 
structure. Council's latest action 
cancels all contracts previously 
awarded, for any structure to be 
built on public property calls for 
a system of competitive bidding. 

Police Supervision Demanded 

However, it was pointed out tqr 
Mr. Ashbum. Council need ni^ 
award the contract to the highest 
bidder unless his structure satis- 
fies whatever restrictiotis and 
limitations that group may see fit 
to impose upon its operation. Con- 
stant fHAice and licensing super- 
vision will be demanded as a si^e> 
guard of the puMlc's InterMi 
Whether or not the pier win In 
restrictefl to fishing facilities OT 
opened to any type of amusenMNft 
venture determined by the opera. 
tor was not discussed.

It must be remembered that the 
only structure thus far outlined 
in detail to the council is a rela- 
iively clieap affair and, while 
strong enough for ordinary 
weather, there can be no assur- 
ance that it could withstand the 
battering of a hurricane gale. In 
tiie ev«it of such a disaster— not 
to be anticipated, but always pos- 
sible — the uprooted piles might 
well smash a good section of Vir- 
gijnia Beach's modem and most 
expensive walkway. Residents will 
recall the damage done to ocean- 
front property by the piles of the 
old pier during the last storm. 

Who, we ask, to to fee responsWIe 
for the damage In the event soeh 
a eatastroplie Hioald be Ttetted 
opon OS? 

We have every rfeht to demand 
adequate protection, and the VIR- 
GINIA BEACH NEWS respect- 
fully submits that council cannot 
disregard this question in prepar- 
ing its contract with the success- 
ful bidder. 

How best this protection can be 
secured is a matter for the council 
to decide. If insurance may be 
had against such damage, a policy 
covering a substantial amount of 
the walkway would be a reason, 
able provision. If jio such insur- 
ance can be had. then the only re- 
course is a cash bond, set suffic- 
iently high to guarantee the de- 
sired results. The word* of the 
builder that all such repairs will 
be made cannot sati$fy in this 
case. 

The more we consider the pier 
and its potentialities, the more 
certain are we that council acted 
hastily in the awarding of its first 
contract. What type of amuse- 
ments are to be placed on the 
pier, in the event that it will 
cater to other than fishermen, is 
of vital impOTtance, and definite 
provisions should be made against 
small-time gambling rackets. It 
should be under local police super- 
vision at all times, and it should 
be subject to the same ordinances 
which rule in the town. It should 
be safe, and it should be orderly. 
But, above all other considera- 
tions, adequate guarantees must 
be given tjjat any damage inflict- 
ed by the physical equipment of 
the pier itself to the walkway and 
the adjacent developed properties 
will be taken care of promptly by 
the pier's operators.

CRISIS IN ETHIOPIA 



As the olive-clad legions of a 
blustering modern Caesar move 
over the mean, disease-ridden 
marshes of ancient Ethiopia, the 
civilized world pauses in horror, 
fearing a world conflagration 
which needs but a spark to set it 
in motion. Europe is an armed 
camp, seething with age-old pre- 
judices and thoughts of revenge, 
ready to spring with all of the 
ferocity of a giant tiger if and 
when the moment is propitious. 

Such is the complicated setup of 
the politically controlled world 
that Ethiopia in 1935, as the 
Yugo-Slavian situation in 1914. 
becomes the central point from 
which the net of intrigue extends 
in all directions. The League of 



The State Liquor Control Board

We do not know just what the 
Cavalier and Monticello "punish- 
ment" means. The ABC Board 
is to be commended always for 
acts in fulfillment of duty and in 
enforcement of statutory law, but 
let its work be full and complete 
before it tries to shine too much 
in such cases as those commenced 
against the Cavalier and Monti- 
cello, and then with brakes sud- 
denly applied.— Portsmouth Star.

This does 
not mfer ttiat a man cannot 
rightly condemn certain leases of 
any p<dicy and at the same time 
praise others. 

In our pcditical history it is 
somewhat singular for an individ- 
ual to become so vitally interested 
in a national mlministration as to 
take tlie platform for or against 
it of his own choosing. Such out- 
bursts of interert are ineUned to 
be looked vpon as having a hidden 
motive. 

General Jcdmson came into the 
naticHial spotlight by hif spec- 
tacuMr methods in connection 
with NRA. It is generally con. 
ceded that Johnson played an im- 
portant role in that he served so 
well and acceptably to help focus 
attention on a gigantic under-' 
taking. When such attention was 
focused Johnson's worth appeared 
to be on the wane and no doubt 
those who were trying to build 
ethical trade practices saw the 
situation in this light. His of- 
ficially stepping out of the picture 
was the net result. 

Gfeneral Johnson, however, 
while stepping aside officially, re- 
mained to be nationally quoted as 
both friend and foe of the admin 
istration's program which he 
formerly headed. Johnson is not 
of the temperament to give up or 
to close up. and often expresses 
himself in such language as to 
lead many of his readers and 
hearers to feel that no one can 
do a Job so well as he. There is 
no instance on record where any 
public official reached higher 
heights by continuing to offer un- 
solicited advice after retiring from 
office. No better Illustration could 
be cited than the examples of 
Calvin Coolidge and Herbert 
Hoover. Coolidge retired to his 
Vermont home and attended 
strctly to his own business. Hoover 
disappointed as he was, has con- 
tinued his fight, each stroke 
bringing him fewer and fewer 
friends, and no doubt some em« 
barrassment to his party. 

General Johnson is a better en- 
tertainer than he is a constructive 
informer. The size of the crowds 
he may be able to attract in his 
contemplated speaking campaign 
cannot be taken as a guide to the 
votes he may influence. Johnson 
craves the spectacular. He places 
great emphasis on his own ideas; 
and while they are not always 
bad. his inconsistency as well as 
his persistency often destroys his 
good intentions, 

Johnson's speaking tour may 
become embarrassing to Mr. 
Roosevelt and his advisers, al- 
though Johnson has declared In 
a formal statement that he ex- 
pects not only to point out "the 
lousy aspects of the New Deal" 
but undertakings of the present 
administration which, in John- 
son's mind, are not clearly under, 
stood by the public. In this re- 
spect Johnson may be assuming 
too much. The people may be 
more intelligent than he suspects. 
There are those who feel that the 
world is sorely in need of their 
counsel. In this class General 
Johnson appears to fit very well,

It is Dr. Yotang's observaticm 
tint Young Chtoa. having sur- 
vived an era <rf rebellion and dis- 
content during wMch it courted 
tofluences from abroad and siHlled 
XOoM futilely to revolution after 
revolutkm, is agato re-discovering 
the dignity of its past. The young 
Chinese has come of age QdritimL 
ly. He has come to understand 
that his country, if It is to weather 
present ordeals of readjtotment, 
must draw upon eimrgies from 
withto, tostead of seeking to sup- 
erimpose upon itself ah ideal of 
life and a co<fe of values foreign to 
its deepest nature. "The Chtoese 
have a certain contempt for young 
enthusiasm and new brooms that 
wiQ sweep the universe clean," 
,Dr. Yutang comments half-hum- 
orously. Yet it is clear that this 
contempt is groimded solidly to a 
serene convietion that the moth- 
er-country wlU in time inrove her- 
self larger than any of her con- 
flicting factions, and find a solu- 
tion for her present ills withto 
the mtoe of her past. 

Believing this to be so, it has 
been Dr. Yutang's purpose in "My 
Country and My People"to suggest 
the nature of the past to which 
Chinese youth is returning for 
self-renewal. The resultant pic- 
ture is one which, to the prag- 
matic Western mind, must appear 
not a little Utopian in Its suavity 
and refinement of ideal. For all 
his earnest wish to be nothing but 
realistic, Dr. Yutang has to the 
last analysis evoked the summum 
bonum of human yearning — the 
"good life." fusing into a free, 
gentle, and valorous whole all that 
is most lovely and most reason- 
able in human behavior. Curiously 
enough, he has appealed to the 
Platonic ideal aS much as to the 
Confucian or the Taoistic, He has 
evolved a community of individ- 
ualists governed by gentleman, 
scholars and philosopher-kings; a 
nation of artists, gourmets, home- 
bodies, and thinkers of seasoned 
good taste, palnttog on porcelain 
and ' mother-of-pearl, inscribtog 
hokkus in celebration of natural 
beauty, busy With living the pre- 
sent life as generously and humor- 
ously as possible, and not overly 
anxious about the life to come; a 
people of fastidious sanity and 
charm, cultivating the arts of 
peace and leisure, and regarding 
a naughty world with inscrutable 
serenity, out of the corner of one 
eye. 

The picture is an engaging one, 
and at the hands of Dr. Yutang, 
brilliantly seen. Doubtless it Is a 
true one also. Assuredly it is one 
which casts direct and unforget- 
table light on the puzzle of the 
Chinese temperament, and points 
out plainly the staggering task of 
rehabilitation which confronts the 
Republic today. For this relief 
the Western world offers Dr. Yu- 
tang its gratitude and admiration. 
Only— one cannot refrain from to- 
quiring after the last seductive 
page has been turned — what of 
the man in the street, the coolie 
in harness? What has he to do 
with the Golden Age of Nanking 
or Athens, and where is there a 
place for him in a heaven de- 
dicated so overwhelmtogly to the 
gentleman, the schcriar, and the 
connoisseur in fine teas?

Inbetween these two views stand 
publicity-seektog General Hugh 
Johnson, who talks to riddles of 
extravaoMit.^ spendtog and of 
further/expendlture, and our ovm 
Senator Carter Glass, who views 
these apinlUng expenditures with 
dismay m/A who finds no Justi- 
fication for them either to fact or 
in the Constitution. The views of 
all perscmfr. however paradoxical 
may be the statement, are not 
without Justification, for the pic- 
ture is so tn-oad and the aspects 
so confustog as to lend merit to 
every argument. ^ 

Thus, when it Is pointed out 
that there is little hope that many 
of the tonumerable projects start- 
ed at one time or another under 
CWA, PERA, VERA, PWA. WPA 
and the other alphabetical mix- 
tures of Mr. Roosevelt's regime 
will ever be completed, though 
outrageous sums have been ex- 
pended on 'their beginnings, those 
opponents of the scheme may well 
cry "Shame!" Yet, on the other 
hand, forgetting the multitude of 
taxes that have been piled up for 
future generations, there is the 
comforting solace that from these 
expenditures and directly as a re- 
sult of them homes have tieen 
maintained and countless thou- 
sands have been snatched from 
the horrors of blighting want. 

Do the means justify the end? 
That is a question over which the 
most astute political, social and 
economic authorities are at vari- 
ance. Good has been accomplish- 
ed, there is no doubt about that, 
but the cost has been ancl con- 
tinues to be a terrible one.

It is said to certato autiiorlta- 
tive quarters that Mr. Roosevelt 
plans a definite security program 
when the rigors of the n«(t cam- 
paign are over and he is returned 
to the White House. It is ever to^ ^ 
be regretted that the sagacity and ^*^J 
clear-thinktog for which he sup- 
posedly is noted could not have 
been brought to bear upon the re- 
lief projects of these past two and 
one.haIf years. Credlttog him 
with no mo^e than normal totel- 
llgence, he must know that the 
policy he adopted and forced 
through the cohgress was not tiie 
b'Sst at his dl^osal.

The slaughter of the 6.200,000 
pigs in the fall of 1933 brought 
alraut a timely adjustment m hog 
numbers in advance of the 
drought and saved f rcHn 60 to 70 
million iMishels of com which 
otherwise would have been used 
to finish these animals tar mar- 
ket during the late winter and 
early spring of 1934 when the hog 
and pork markets were already 
glutted, George C. Herring, exten- 
sion animal husl>andman, states. 

If these pigs had been finished 
for market they would not have 
increased the present supply <rf 
meat, for pork products are rela- 
tively perishable and rarely held 
in storage over six months. The 
feed saved was used to carry a 
large number of animals through 
the drought period and the pro- 
gram of 1933 actually increased 
the amount 'of meat available to 
consumers this summer. 

Larger Crops in Prospect 

Some seasonal increase in sup- 
plies of hogs for slaughter is in 
prospect the next few months. 
says the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics. A considerable in- 
crease in the 1935 fall pig crop 
an d in t h e 19 36 spring pig crop 
is also probable.- But Inspected 
hog slaughter in the commg win- 
ter market-season, from now to 
April 193tf, will be much less than 
in that period last year. 

The short supplies available for 
market and the improvement in 
consumer demand are expected to 
put average hog prices materially 
higher than they were last winter. 
More normal supplies next spring 
will, it is believed, bring pork 
prices down somewhat. 

Bang's Disease Campaign 

Within a single year 381,010 
cattle infected with Bang's dis- 
ease were removed from 81,875 
herds in 46 states. About 40 per- 
cent of 212,482 herds tested show- 
ed some animals with the disease. 
Approximately 13 percent of more 
than 3 million cattle tested were 
found to be infected. Testing 
started in July, 1934. 

Of the 10,844 herds tested to 
Virginia, 3,000 were found to have 
some animals with the disease. 
Almost half of the 138,397 animals 
tested in this state contained to- 
fection.

Simmer cov- 
ered, until bone loosens from 
flesh. Drain and skin, removing 
back bone. Serve hot with sauce 
or cold with mayonnaise.

1781, General Washington, to 
flitoengthen his itosition, pn^posed 
to the French Admiral de Orasse 
that two or three ships be sta- 
tiooed above the British posts on 
Out Yoric River so as to close the 
aav^aticm of that"' river to the 
BM^d) and to prevent their armed 
vessels, which had access tar 
twenty-five miles above, from cut- 
UiW off supplies to the - allied 
eann> and raiding parties frinn 
ttireatening Williamsburg and the 
siq>ply depots in the rear. Eight 
liundied men were required to 
guard the magazines, and the 
operations on the front were 
weakoied to that extent, and, said 
Uie commander-in-chief, the sta- 
tioning of these boats above the 
enemy's outposts would nullify the 
necessity for the extra guard. Also, 
iK pointed out in his communica- 
;-"thi»-p8rt of the river being 
qien interfered with concerted 
measures with Oloucester, com^ 
pelllng a circuit of ninety miles in 
order to communicate. 

Historians point out that an 
even more important considera- 
tion was the outlet it gave Com- 
wallis for retreating. By means of 
favorable wind and tide and by 
stealing a march, he might pro- 
ceed to West Point, where, de- 
barking his forees. he woidd have 
the Pamunkey on one flank and 
the Mattaponi on the other, and, 
by mounting his troops and by 
forced marches, he would have 
such a start that he would be in 
a favorable position to push his 
way across the country and Join 
Clinton in/^ew York. 

"Hils, it^was arped, was the 
only weakness in the.beleaguering 
lines, provisions having already 
been made against any activity In 
the James River, and Washington 
proposed that the blockade be 
made effective as soon as was pos- 
sible. 

October 5, 1781— De Orasse 

Refuses Blockade 
Washington's proposal for the 
^bloekacUng of the York River 
found little sympathy with De- 
Orasse, who expressed himself as 
being entirely opposed to passing 
up the river w&ere, for immediate 
purposes, the way was open for 
the British to land above Queens 
Creek and by a short march do 
c(Hi8lderable damage in Williams- 
burg and In the supply depot to 
the rear of the allied encampment. 
DeOrasse declared that his ob- 
jection to the proposal was not 
the enemy's works at York and 
Gloucester, but rather the damage 
to his large ships in that position 
and, particularly, the danger from 
fire ships, the material for which 
the British had in abundance. A 
sufficient number of light craft 
and rowboats were not available 
in ttie fleet to grapple with Such 
an emergency, he replied to Wash- 
ington. 

Although the plan for the 
blockade was dropped because of 
these objections, It was to be re- 
vived some week or so later, when 
the channel was reconnoltered by 
a French officer who reported to 
DeGrasse. Then DeOrasse inform- 
ed Washington that vessels would 
be sent up if the Continentals 
would furnish rowboats as protec. 
Won against fire rafts. The move- 
ment was about to be executed, 
when the flag of truce appeared 
above the British ramparts — and 
the siege was concluded. 

Care and discipline of the army 
was strictly enforced. "The health 
of the troops," reads an order, 
"Is an object of such infinite im- 
pmtance that every possible at- 
tention ought to be paid to the 
preservation of it." Orders were 
iMlMd to quartermasters and com- 
Ulaaries to furnish straw, good 
bread and one glU of rum to each 
Hum daily. Another order reads 
Uius: "Our ungenerous enemy 
tevlng, as usual, propogated the 
Mnallpox in this part of the coun- 
try, the commander-in-chief for-

The final advance on Yorktown 
was nude by parallels the nature 
of the ground determining the 
direction 6i aivroach. As the 
ravine in frcmt of the uwfeT half 
(A the town prewnted (derations 
in that quarter, the attack was 
directed against the lower part, 
the enemy's left. This was - a 
valuaUe advantage for the allies, 
6|nce it cont^ted their front 
and lessened their labors. The 
line fat the first parallel extended 
from Pige<m Quarter, nearly op- 
posite the British center, around 
to the bank of the York below. 
Its length was 2.000 yards; Its 
distance from the enemy an the 
left, 800 yards, and on the right 
more than 800 yards, the position 
of twft, enemy redoubts necessitat- 
ing th| increase of distance in 
this direction. 

The work of constructing this 
first parallel began on the evening 
of the 6th of October, with the 
greatest of secrecy. 4,300 both 
Americans and French, paraded at 
dusk and marched to the desig. 
nated ground. Major-General Lin- 
coln, in charge of the Americjan 
detachment of six regiments — one 
from the right of each of the six 
brigades — took ttie-nght -half xjt 
the line. The French commanded 
by Baron Viomenil, took the left. 
1,500 of the troops were to act 
as the fatigue party and do the 
digging, while 2,800 lay under 
arms to repel any attacks from 
the enemy. Complete success at- 
tended this first important step 
in the actual investment of York- 
town. It is recorded that the 
enemy neither heard nor saw 
what was going on until daybreak 
revealed the long line of embank- 
ments rising in their front. The 
eight hours of digging had been 
altogether satisfactory, and the 
trenches, though not completed, 
were high enough to protect the 
soldiers that were to continue the 
digging the next day. 
October 7, 1781. Bnildlng of 

Trenches Continned 
Fresh troops moved into the 
fortifications, begun the night be- 
fore, on the morning of October 
7th and continued the work of 
building the trenches. The great- 
est of activity was to mark the 
work of the allies from this date 
until October 17, when the flag 
of truce appeared above the ram- 
parts and the red-coated drum- 
mer boy beat his parley. 

The first Continental troops to 
occupy the trenches on the fore- 
noon of the 7th were those of the 
light infantry under Lafayette. 
Martin's "Gazetteer of Virginia" 
records that they marched in with 
the tread of veterans, colors fly- 
ing, drums beating and planted 
their standards on the parapet. 
The enemy saluted them with a 
few shot, but without effect. Dig- 
ging of the trenches continued. 
It was proposed to make the 
parallel safe against sorties by the 
enemy, and four palisaded re- 
doubts and five batteries had been 
marked for construction at proper 
intervals along the line. Upon 
these and the trenches the fatigue 
parties worked Incessantly under 
the enemy's fire, which, at times, 
was severe, although there were 
few casualties. This duty proved 
taxing, and many soldiers were 
taken down with ague, the French 
especially feeling the effects. 

Washington, writing in his diary 
of the opening of this first parallel 
says, "Before morning the 
trenches were In such forwai-dness 
as to cover the men from the 
enemy's fli-e. The work was 
executed with so much secrecy 
and dispatch that the enemy, I 
believe, were totally Ignorant of 
our labor till the light of the 
morning discovered it to them. 
Our loss on this occasion was ex- 
tremely inconsiderable, not more 
than one officer (French) and 
about twenty men killed and 
wounded, the officer and fifteen 
of which were on our left, from 
the corps of the Marquis de Saint 
Simon, who was betrayed by a 
deserter from the Hussars that 
went In and gave notice of hla 
approaching his parallel." Along 
the American line nert, one man 
had been killed or wounded. The 
loss referred to by Washington 
occurred on the extreme left of 
the field, where the French regi- 
ment of Touralne Instituted, at 
the same time, a false attack upon 
the British Fusiliers' redoubt. Just 
above Yorktown.

September 29th. to the York 
River. At its end was an Ameri- 
can bomb battery and on its ex- 
treme left a French battery ot 
lieavy guns. Batteries placed at 
Intervals in between these two 
extremes were completed and 
ready for dbtlon. 

Particularly surprising to the 
allies was the little Interruption 
from the enemy. Writing of these, 
preparations, Colonel Butler says, 
"The enemy seem embarrassed, 
confused and Indeterminate; their 
fire seems feeble to what might be 
expected, their works, too, are not 
formed on any regular plan, but 
thrown up In a hurry occasionally, 
and although we have not fired 
one shot from a piece of artillery, 
they are as cautious as If the 
heaviest fire was kept up." The 
truth was, historians are agreed, 
that Ccrnwallis had no idea of a 
siege and was totally unprepared 
for It. 

On the 8th, Steuben's division 
relieved Lafayette's at the trenches 
and on the 9th Uncoln relieved 
Steuben. This order was preserved 
during the siege. In the French 
wing, Chastellux, St. Simon, 



Vicomte Viomenil and the Baron 
Viomenil succeeded each other at 
the trenches as marechal de camp. 
On this day, too, von Steuben 
gave some practical advice, as to 
defending a parallel: "The general 
of the trenches enjoins it in the 
strictest manner, on the officers, 
to remain constantly with their 
respective * commands. The of- 
ficers commanding platoons are, 
particularly during the night, to 
keep their men together with their 
arms In their hands. In case the 
enemy should sally, the whole of 
the troops are to form eight paces 
In the rear of the trench: and as 
the enemy come Into the trench, 
the respectve platoons will rush on 
them with the baydhet; when they 
are repulsed and retiring, then, 
a:id hot before, the troops will oc- 
cupy the banquette, and fire at 
them in tlieii tetieat.

October 9, 1781— Display of 
Gannery Began 

On the afternoon of October 
9th at 3 p. m., the French began 
their display of gunnery with four 
and twelve-pounders and six 
mortars and howitzers from their 
battery on the extreme left. Roch- 
ambeau fired the first gun, and 
the battle was continued at a 
lively pace by St. Simon, Chastel- 
lux and the Vlomenlls, who were 
in command In the trenches. At 
5 o'clock the American battery on 
the extreme right followed with 
discharges from six eighteen and 
twenty.four-pounders, four mor- 
tars and two howitzers, and the 
serious work of the siege was 
begun. 

Journals of American officers 
participating In the siege mention 
the fact that the first shot from 
the American battery was fired by 
Washingon himself. Captain 
Samuel Oraham of the Seventy- 
sixth Regiment, whose station 
was directly In the line of fire, 
says in his "Memoirs" that the 
first shot was singularly fatal. A 
party of officers of the Seventy- 
sixth were then at dinner In a 
neighboring building. The British 
Commissary— General Perkins was 
with them. One of the officers 
was an old Scotch lieutenant, who, 
when the allies first Invested the 
place, was heard to soliloquize as 
he buckled on his sword: "Come 
on, Malster Washington, I'm unco 
glad to see you. I've been offered 
money for my commission, but I 
could na think of gangln' home 
without a sight of you. Come on!" 
Washington fell upon him in a 
way that was quite unexpected, 
for the first ball struck and 
wounded him terribly. it ateo 
wounded the quartermaster and 
adjutant of the Seventy-sixth, 
and killed the commlsary-general. 

Another maiked casualty of the 
siege was the death of Major 
Cochrane, who arrived at York- 
town on the lOth with dispatches 
from ClintMi to Lord Comwallls. 
Two days «ter, in company with 
the British general, he went to 
the lines and fired one of the 
guns him^lf: but as he lo(Aed 
over the pampet to see its efftect 
en ricochet a ball from the Amer- 
ican works carried airay his head, 
narrowly nUssing Comwallls, w*o 
was standing at his side. 

One of the principal objects 
fired at by the besiegers was Sec- 
retary Nelstm's house, where 
OomwmUs was quartered, and it 
soon became mitenaMe. Ris iMd- 
diip wittidrew from it <hi ttie lOth 



as did Mr. Nelson, who received 
permission to pass into the Amer- 
ican lines. 

Oetever ]9, 1781 BenbardneBl 
of Yorktown CoBttanied 
On the lOth of October, the 
Americans and French continued 
the bombardment of Yorictown, 
with two new batteries hi opera- 
tion— the "Grand French Battiery" 
on the left of the parallel, mount- 
ing ten eighteen and twenty.four 
pounders and six mortars, and 
American battery of four eigh- 
teen-pounders and two mortars 
under command of Captain 
ThcHnas Machin of the Second 
Artillery. 

On this date Lafayette wa^ 
general officer of the day, and he 
invited Governor Thomas Nelson 
to be present at the opening of the 
fire from Machln's guns, not only 
as a compliment, but because of 
his accurate knowledge of locali- 
ties in Yorktovm. "To what parti- 
cular'spot," he asked, "would your 
excellency suggest that we direct 
this cannon?" "There," repU^ 
Nelson, "to that house. It is mine, 
and now that the secretary's is 
nearly knocked to pieces, is the 
best one in the town. There you 
will be almost certain to find 
Lord Comwallls and the British 
headquarters. Fire upon it, my 
dear marquis, and never spare a 
particle of my property so long 
as it affords a comfort oi* a shelter 
to the enemies of my country." 

During the night the British 
frigate Charon, forty-four guns, 
was set on fire by the French bat- 
tery on the left and consumed, but 
her guns and stores were saved. 
Two transports were set on fire 
by hot shot and burned to the 
water's edge. The position of the 
rest of the ships no longer tenable, 
I the vessels were warped to the 
Gloucester shore. This action on 
the French brodght the fate of 
the British army within the de- 
fenses of Yorktown a long step 
nearer. 

On the same night a consider- 
able British force embarked on 
flatboats for an attempt to turn 
the position held by General de 
Cholsy with a body of French 
hussars and marhies and Virginia 
militia in front of Glcmcester. De 
Choisy received the party with 
such a demonstration of shell and 
artillery that they were glad to 
get to Yoi« without being killed 
or captured.

Special efforts are being made 
by the Resettlement Administra- 
tion to aid low-income farmers in 
Virginia, according to announce- 
ment from Homer H. B. Mask, of 
Raleigh, N. C, Regional Director 
of Rural Resettlement for the 
states of Virginia. Kentucky. 
North Carolina. Tennessee and 
West Virginia. 

"There are more than 40,000 
farm families in Virginia that 
have a gross income of less than 
$400 a year," Mr. Mask said. "This 
small sum includes the value of 
what is used at hcnne for food and 
feed, as well as what is sold for 
cash. With such limited incomes, 
it is difficult for these farm 
families to buy the food items 
Uiat are necessary for a healthy 
diet, and virtually impossible for 
them to acquire land of their own. 
"In extending aid to these 
people," Mask continued, "it will 
be the policy of the Resettlement 
Administration to seek permanent 
rehabilitation of the borrowers by 
establishing them on farms which, 
together with other available em- 
ployment, will yield income enough 
to make them self-sustaining, give 
them an acceptable standard of 
living, and permit amortization of 
their loans." 

Those eligible for loans. In ad- 
dition to those recently registered 
as Imrrowers from State Rural 
Rehabilitation Corporations, In- 



clude: farm owners, farm tenants, 
farm laborers, share croppers, or 
persons who were recently in any 
of the foregoing classes, and other 
persons with farming experience 
who are or were recently on relief 
rolls. 

The eligible list also include 
those who are in default in pay- 
ments to a Federal Land Bank 
and in danger of foreclosure and 
eviction, and those who are in 
default to the Farm Credit Ad- 1 
ministration or Its agencies, or 
have been denied credit by It. The 
list is still further broadened to 
include those found by the Reset- 
tlement Administration to be 
similarly In need of aid, and 
authority Is given to regional dir- 
ectors of Rural Resettlement to 
accept other persons consistent 
with the purposes that guide Re- 
settlement work. 

"Those accepted must have In- 
itiative and resourcefulness, some 
managerial capacity, and ability 
to profit from instruction and 
guidance," Mr. Mask said. 

The loans will bear 5 percent in- 
terest and be payable In two to 
five years, depending upon the 
character of the goods and earn- 
ing capacity of the borrower. Pur- 
poses for which loans may be 
made Include: material for repair 
of buildings and fences; farm ma- 
chinery, tools and household 
equipment: livestock; refinancing 



of mortgages on personal property 
when it is found impossible to 
make other equitable adjustment; 
participation in community co- 
operative associations, whether 
existing or to be established; rent 
on land; labor or professional ser- 
vices: farm supplies and repair 
items; breeding service: subsist- 
ence goods such as food. fuel, and 
clothing; taxes. 

Loans to pay debts secured by 
personal property will be allowed 
only when the amount and rate 
of Interest are excessive, and must 
be preceded by adjustment with 
creditors. 

Loans for purchase of real 
'estate are not yet provided, but 
are expected to be announced 
shortly.

Former Officer in Swecfoh and 

Argentine Navies Aids U. S. 

Navy League and 

Sea Scouts 

SERVICE In the navies of two 
nations, involuntary participa- 
tion in a South American revolu- 
tion, and fifteen years as a navigat- 
ing officer on merchant vessels, all 
contrtbnte to provide a series of 
stirring chapters in the career ot 
Captain B. K. Roden,. organiser of 
the Admiral Dahlgren Section of 
the U. S. Navy League at the In- 
land, city of Scranton, Pennsylva- 
nia, and ot a Sea Scout Base on a 
nearby body of water. 

Captain Roden began bis career 
as a cadet in the Swedish Navy. 
While still a young man, with the 
consent ot the Swedish Govern- 
ment, he accepted a commission in 
the Argentine Navy and tor four 
years was engaged in the hydro- 
graphic surveying of the River 
Plate and adjacent waters.

Owners of the optioned land ask 
9200,000 for the property. biTt the 
option may be renewed, for two 
years by a payment of $13,000 
next August 8. ' 

The commission will hear prop- 
erty owners and the Virginia Sea- 
shore Park Association before 
reaching a decision, Mr. Hall said. 

A move to have the state take 
over the acreage in the Virginia 
Seaside Park area has been 
launched by the Norfolk Chapter 
of The Izaak Walton League. 

To Attend Meeting 

Representatives of the local or- 
ganisation are to go to lUchmond 
on October 22 to attend a meeting 
of the Virginia Conservation and

Assurance that the police and 
ffare departments oi Virginia Beach 
have been tmusually active Airing 
the past year with outstanding 
success is f o^md in the alnnaal re- 
p<Hrt Just made by H. L. McClanan, 
chief of the joiiit law enforcement 
and property protecting agencies. 

In an. a t<^l of 266 perstms, 
both white and ctricnred*, were ap- 
prehended by the chief and his 
officers during the year ended 
September 1. Total fines aggre- 
gating $4,125 were assessed against 
the malefactors, and JaU and road 
sentences make up a composite 
time-servtog. term of eleven and 
one-half years. 

Few RaiialB Uaapvrelienied 

What is particularly remarkable 
about this picture of law enforce- 
ment is, first, the comparatively 
few cases of violence committed 
here. and. which reflects great 
credit upon the police department, 
the small number of unappre- 
bended criminals. Yesterday, 
Chief McClanan reported that on- 
ly two warrants chargmg felonies 
were unserved. 

Yet, in spite of the relatively 
small load of crime deposited 
within the bounds of Virginia 
Beach, solution of several cases 
has been particularly difficult.

Approval of projects submitted 
to Washington on September 12 
by State Administrator William A. 
Smith, involving $54,801,606 of 
Federal funds and a total $64,- 
373,439 would provide employment 
for 183,474 persons In Virginia and 
absorb the active August case load 
of 47.162 persons for more than 
twenty four months. Administra- 
tor Smith announced yesterday 
in connection with reports that 
the average citisen is in a fog as 
to the present status of shifting 
those in Virginia (^relief rolls 
and ERA projects to the WPA 
works program. The projects, it 
was stated, would create an esti- 
mated total of 133,107 man years 
of employment. 

The total projects submitted for 
WPA sanction included 2115 going 
ERA projects that would employ 
an average of 65,167 workers per 
month amounting to an expendi- 
ture of $20,061,613, accordmg to a 
statement made to t^e Admin- 
istrator by Asher W. Harmon. 
Works EMvision Director.

Commenting on his report. Dir- 
ector Harmon revealed that the 
183.474 potential workers who 
could l>e given employment baf^d 
upon the requests filed thrmi^ 
September 12 would be 3.8 Umes 
the case load <^ last August. "In- 
cidentally." said this offlcial. "our 
active case loads for the sununer 
months were June. 47,661; July 
48,718; and August, 47,162. The

FT. STORY ROAD 
NAY BE CLOSED 



Controversy Looms Between 
State and War Department 
Over Change. 



The closing of Route 00 to the 
public within the government re- 
servation at Fort Story and also 
on the approaches over state ter- 
ritory is possible a£ a result of a 
controversy which has arisen be- 
tween the War Department and 
the State Highway Department, 
advices from Richmond yesterday 
report. 

The War Department, after 
heavy guns had been placed in the 
reservation, called upon the state 
to abandon the use of the road. 
This would necessitate the con- 
struction of a loop road around 
the fort. Henry O. Shirley. Com- 
missioner of Highways, stated, ad- 
ding that his department has 
taken the position that if the 
road within the reservation is to be 
withdrawn from public use. the 
government should bear a part of 
the cost of the new construction. 

Mr. Shirley said that he had 
sent a letter setting forth the posi- 
tion of his department to Major 
Harrington W. Cochran. 51st 
Coast Artillery, at Fortress Mon- 
roe. 

The highway commissioner fur- 
ther stated that the state was 
willing to construct the loop, 
which is more than twice the dis- 
tance of the road within the re- 
servation, but believed its part of 
the expenditure should be Umlted 
to the amount paid for the con- 
struction of the road through the 
military area.

Although we too have done our 
tfiare of complaining about the 
Ugh prlc» of steaks and bacon, 
tome little thought on the subject 
deidets another side of the picture 
irMch frequently Is disregard in 
the statement of our complaints. 
We are moved to this observation 
Iqr an editorial appearing in the 
current number of the Country 
Gentleman, in which the matter 
Off meat strikes and their effect on 
recovery are considered. 

As is there pointed out. whether 
the demonstrations are directed at 
packer or retailer the farmer must 
hear the whole burden in the end, 
for when food prices become front 
jiage news definite decreases in 
their c(fflt regularly follow, with 
the farmer on the short end of the 
stick. Since the real upward 
movement to recovery rests almost 
solely with the rural areas of the 
country, such depression of basic 
prices is naturally harmful to us 
aU, whether or not our livelihood 
mqiears linked up with the farm- 

It was not until the govem- 
meht and last year's drought cen- 
tred to eliminate a surplusage of 
llogs smd cattle that the farmer 
oould hope for a decent price for 
his meat products. That combina- 
tion of chance and alleged scienti- 
jHiC maneuvering, with the con- 
sequent increase in meat values 
to the farmer, brought the first 
measure of hope to the impover- 
ished rural areas, and the contin- 
ued enforcement of higher prices 
Vp to this time has worked no- 
thing short of a miracle. 

There no longer is any question 
About the need of stablizing agri- 
culture before any measure of real 
prosperity can be anticipated. All 
of Industry functions to the extent 
that the farmer is prosperous, for 
in rural America lies the bulk of 
the nation's market. Thus, when 
strikes and self-constituted em- 
Iwrgoes are leveled at meat prices 
— however unjust such prices may 
appear on the surface— those who 
•Dgage in such action are only de- 
lajrtng their own return to a posi- 
tion of security. 

During the past eight months. 
TCtail buying in rural areas has 
shown a marked pickup, with the 
Msult that retail figures for the 
entire country are better. This. 
in turn, means the reopening of 
todusMes tlut have lieen closed 
for want of business or an acceler- 
ation in their output, necessitating 
hK»«ased employment and more 
BUbstanttal wages. This period has 
that in which relialde tnisi- 
Joumals have announced an 
iB»wing in the business cycle and 
the ending of the depressicm. 

Bo, the farmer is seen to be the 
hottom rung in our economic lad- 
dN*. Through him, if he can escape 
flmn an impoverished state, all 
oilier forms of tabor and busings 
tms reach for wanted stabiUty. 
Dmy him that first gesture of

Their accomp- 
lishment is a nc^ble one. a de- 
served reward for their unflag- 
ging, scientific interest in the pro- 
ducts of the soil, and we hasten 
to compliment all who contributed 
in any way to the successful blow- 
ing of the local exhibits at the 
Richmond State Fair. 

All over the world, from the cold 
steppes '(^^Russia to the sunny 
pampas of South America, youth 
is striving to bring about increased 
productivity under more congenial 
conditions of labor, working in 
harmonious units to-effect a co- 
(q}eration indicative of common 
good. They are utilizing the means 
which science is placing within 
their hands for continued develcqp- 
ment of their country, approach- 
ing fanning and industrial pro- 
blems with all of the consideration 
and insight of the trained worker. 
Already youth has exposed many 
of the fallacies in their elders' pro- 
gram ^t Jiving, and the coming 
years will find young men and 
young women continuing in this 
high pursuit, striving for the re- 
wards of peaceful living along new 
and scientific paths.

These boys 
and girls, and countless scores like 
them elsewhere in these United 
States, will yet lead us out of our 
present bewilderments.

The battlefield brings its own 
thoughts. War for the cause of 
liberty, it seems to say, carries 
with it a suggestiM) of mcredness, 
an ennobling gesture im the part 
of those nitko defend man's aiost 
prized heritage. Of other causes, 
those which spring from the de- 
sire for power, aggn. tdlsement or 
personal gain, this place is silent.

Thinking peo- 
ple also know that they had to 
rise if business was to recover, be- 
cause they were abnormally low. 
Present prices should be compared 
not merely with depressicm prices, 
but also with boom prices. Justi- 
fiable levels now might be about 
half way between the two. 

"Much of the added cost of food 
to the C(Hisuming public is ob- 
viously a result of legislation to 
aid the food producers. The prin 
ciple of this, at least, is sound, as 
the economists say, one of the big 
causes of the depression, possibly 
the chief cause, was that the 
farmers were not making a living 
Their diminished earning and 
spending power not only hurt 
them, but threw the whole busi- 
ness system out of balance. That 
balance has to be restored. When 
the farmers can buy again, all 
business will pick up. It is only a 
question now of the actual help 
given the farmer, and of justice 
and efficiency in its administra- 
tion. These things will be looked 
into. 

"The food industries also will 
be looked into, perhaps more 
searchingly. The inquirers will 
want to see whether they are 
playing the game as was intended, 
or are taking Advantage of the 
farmers, government or public in 
their processing charges. Food 
profits will be investigated all the 
way through, from farmer to re- 
tailer. And they should be, fairly 
and calmly. 

"The consumers should ask first 
whether anybody is cheating, and 
second whether, as a result of 
farm subsidies, processing taxes, 
and so on, they are getting enough 
benefit roundabout, through more 
employment and rising incomes, 
to enable them to pay higher 
prices more easily than they paid 
the low prices in hard times."

400 YEARS OF THE ENGLISH 
BIBLE. 



The celebration this month of 
the 400th anniversary of Cover- 
dale's Bible is a tribute to the first 
complete Bible printed in English. 
The words to emphasize are "com- 
plete" and "printed" and "Eng- 
lish. " The Bible had been trans- 
lated into English centuries before 
Coverdale's unknowii printer fin- 
ished his task on October 4, 1536 
but had not been printed. It had 
been printed for general use in 
France, Spain, Italy, Bohemia and 
Holland, in the languages of those 
countries; but ft had not been 
printed in English. Parts of it 
had been printed in English, but 
not the whole. The Coverdale 
Bible was complete. It was a 
printed edition. It was hi Eng- 
lish. 

In the long and complex history 
of the BMe these are great diS' 
Unctions. They give to the date 
that is now celebrated a peculiar 
significance. The great work that 
WycUffe did. imd the' scholars 
associated with him. a century 
ar)d a half earlier, had a profound 
er effect on Kiglidi thought and 
English eccleriasUcal history be- 
cause they first translated the 
Bible into the vernacular so Qiat 
"pore men" might read it. The 
gmt work that ^ms to be d«ie 
lat«r, in the varimis vnskms fad- 
ing up to and including the King 
James vereion. was to give the 
world' the English BIMe as we 
know it today.

His wwk was a necessary step to 
tlw kmg clwto ot events which 
has brouiSit the KUe down from 
the .earliest days to the greatest 
circulation and the widest and 
deepest i n fl uence of any IxxA to 
our history.

Up until quite recently President 
Roosevelt, to use his own words, 
"refused to accept as a necessary 
condition of our future, a perman- 
ent army of unemployed." 

More recntly the President has 
been forced td' admit "that new 
methods of liidtBtry have created 
such efficieiMjy that when recovery 
is complete, production will require 
only 80 percent of the man power 
used to 1939. Which is just another 
way of saying that with America 
back in fun production again there 
win never be work for at least 10.- 
000,000 persons. 

"The 10,000.000 persons for whom 
industry win have no need and for 
whom todustry will provide no em- 
ployment, may be classified as fol- 
lows: — 

1. Old people, and persons gen- 
erally over 55 years who are re- 
jected as bad risks under the pro- 
visions of Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Acts. 

2. The physically weak, and 
those with physical defects, in- 
cluding defective vision. 

3. Persons of unsound health 
and subject to frequent sickness. 

4. Persons of low mentality. 

5. The indolent, the indifferent, 
the careless, the shiftless, the un- 
disciplined and the irresponsibles. 

Modem machine methods and 
business efficiency in a profit sys- 
tem so highly perfected as to 
America have no place for the 
aged, the physically defective, the 
sickly, the moronic, the undis- 
ciplined and the unskilled. 

Yes. when America again swings 
into fuU production, as it nows 
seems about to do, we wiU still 
have an army of 10,000,000 un- 
employed on our hands — 10,000,- 
000 people rejected by industry 
that can not find profit in the 
employment of the aged, the in- 
firm, the ignorant, the imdis- 
ciplined and the constitutionally 
inert. 

Our Republican friends are 
making a great ado over alleged 
threats to the Constitution. It is 
planned to paramount the sacred- 
ness of the Constitution in the 
campaign of 1936. It seems to me 
that the real issue — the real 
American problem— is how to deal 
with our permanent army of the 
Jobless— ten miUlon Jobless. 

Spreading the work by shorten- 
ing the work week and the work 
day win not help matters, for the 
reascm that modern todustry win 
not entrust the operation of its 
machines and its office routtoe to 
unfkilled, the undiscipltoed and 
the irresponsible, even for a few 
hours a week. 

No great prognun of permanent 
public works is the answer, be- 
cause the very people rejected by 
todustry can not be fitted into any 
great permanent pubUc works 
program— for the very reasons 
that they can not bb fitted into 
industry under the profit system. 

Ten miUion people, made up of 
the aged, the infirm, the iUiterate. 
the unskilled, the undiscipltoed, 
the irresponsilde and the monmic. 
must not and ahaU not starve in 
this wonderful America «rf plenti- 
fuln^. America can not afford 
the soclid decay, the degenerati<m. 
the disease and crime that would 
rrault from the social insecurity 
of such an army of the unemploy- 
ed. America is faced with the 
problem of how b«t to take care 
of themselv^. Any solutiwi of this 
problem must necemrily cidl for 
higher and higher taxes or the 
sociallration of our national re- 
sources.

nations realized their dependence 
CHfL American farm products and 
began growtog them for tlmn- 
selves to large qtnntities. particu- 
larly cotton and iHieat. The Hoov- 
er Irian Of government cotton 
buytog without any control plan 
proved a complete fidlure. The 
Tripte A plan has worked weU for 
two years and is bringing results 
this Fall, with indications of a 
1935 yteld of 11.370.000 bales as 
compared with an earHer estimate 
of 11.4W.000 bales. 

Diversion may be the key by 
which America can unlock the 
door to permanent agricultural 
prosperity. That is. diversion of 
the basic product into other uses 
and ftmns from that traditionally 
accepted as the only use for the 
product. Experiments with th^ 
soya bean have revealed a mul- 
tiplicity of uses for that homely 
legume, includtog its conversion 
into an acceptable confectionery. 
More and more farm experts are 
championing ^e diversion of the 
potato into starch and alcohol as 
an alternative to the drastic Con- 
trol Act passed by the last Con- 
gress, which provides for ftoes and 
jail sentences against potato "boot 
leggers." By the same token, the 
peanut control plan to effect this 
Fan is endeavoring on a larger 
scale hithertofore attempted to 
stabilize the market through more 
diversion into oil. 

Coming to King Cotton, which 
presents the biggest problem to 
the South, it seems that necessity 
will force technicians and scien 
tists into ftoding new uses for this 
single prop of mUUons of people. 
Attractive and durable paper can 
be manufactured from cotton lint 
to all appearances as good as any 
wood pulp or rag-made paper 
This field alone would absorb 
many thousands of bales. The 
latest experiment with cotton has 
been in road construction. On a 
layer of asphalt a thick mat of 
cotton preparation is laid, and 
over this another coating of gravel 
and asphalt, said to provide a 
satisfactory roadway. Should this 
idea prove commercially practical, 
the South would have more road 
mileage than any section of the 
country, with the material grow 
ing in the flHds right at hand. It 
sounds a bit fsmtastic, but it may 
come to pass. What with first 
the invention of the baUoon tire, 
after that knee-action, and finally 
the cotton highway, the motorist 
may enjoy automobile travel more 
luxurious than his fondest dreams 
imagined, while the farmers watch 
the money roU in!

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An American choral society gave 
a concert in Moscow recently.

universal truth. Even Uiese may 
change to time, for no man can 
reckon* utetoH ^of ' piugiess. ' 
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It is difficult to believe that 
such liberties would be taken with 
the basic rights of the Individual 
at this late date to the course of 
civilization, but dictatorship can 
thrive rally when it is capable of 
muzzling its opponents. It was to 
offset such a possible occurrence 
in the future United States that 
the guarantee of free speech was 
written into the Constitution, 
where it continues to remain to 
spite of many determined efforts 
to nullify its effectiveness. 

In the dbvenstog of govern- 
mental money, Mr. Roosevelt may 
have more power than any of the 
contemporary rulers of Europe, 
but, even though he should desire 
such a backward course, hie can- 
not close !he public forums to 
those who oppose his policies. He 
has admitted on innumerable oc- 
casions, as all wise men have done 
to the past, that the blasts of his 
enemies give him more food for 
thought than the praise of those 
who see eye to eye with him. Fol- 
lowing such a course, since he 
seeks to maintain public^ support, 
the activities of his administration 
may wander further afield than 
any other has done, but it is a safe 
wager that his main course wUl 
adhere closely to the wishes of the 
majority.

It is quite true, as certain ob- 
servers have pototed out, that 
some of the speaking and writing 
now broadcast over the country, 
being so palpably false and de- 
signed solely to prejudice his case, 
is disturbing in its effect. But. 
stoce the same media are open to 
and utiUzed by his adherents, the 
cranmon sense of his projects, if 
such they contato, wUl be readily 
apparent to the listener or reader, 
what few refuse the obvious find- 
ings of logic would remato exactly 
as they are whether the present 
sources of their information were 
curtailed or no. We have not 
yet approached that ideal state 
where wisdom and calm contem- 
plation are enjoyed by all.

The 
author xd "The Biography of the 
life of Manuel;* has been accused 
of cynician. of ptnuograidiy, and 
even, <8ie notes with unccmcealed 
amazement, of an' evil intent 
which might almost be. termed 
contributing to the delinquency of 
minors. The puUicatim of each 
one of his books has been f (flow- 
ed by roars ot protest from those 
who maintain that idl «f iheix 
respective finer nature have been 
wounded by the d^eneracy of Mr. 
CabeU's lAilosophy. 

One can (mly suppose that these 
suffering (mes have neglected to 
read, or at least to finish, any 
i^ngle book which Mr. CafoeU has 
written. For this author has been 
cmssistently sounding the praises 
of all of the more old-fashioned 
virtues for some- twenty years. 
His conclusion has always been 
that the joys of marriage, of the 
"old-time religion." of, in fact, 
every Victorian tradition, far out- 
weigh those of the more adven- 
turous and tomahtiC'^tandBrds. 
Never has there been a more zeal- 
ous advocate of that. which is ex. 
pected by the majority. Mr. 
Cabell has accepted as inescapable 
the assumption that virtue reigns 
triumphant, that common-sense is 
the ultimate solution to every 
social problem. 

His latest work, "Smith," de- 
viates in no way from this pat- 
tern. Continuing the trilogy begun 
in "Smirt." Mr^ Cabell reveals his 
hero in a second dream' in which 
he has descended from his posi- 
tion as the aU-powerful deity into 
the more comfortable capacity of 
Mr. Smith, a somewhat Insignific- 
ant godling^ Mr. Smith finds him- 
self wondering about the four sons 
which he begot in the first dream 
and. finally, by dint of the magics 
of a local sorcerer, his progeny 
are brought to the forest in which 
he rules. The fact that the sons 
are disclosed to be something less 
than a father might hope affords 
the author opportunity to deliver 
some piercing and succinct obser- 
vations on the general relation- 
ships between parents and child- 
ren. In his ever-consistent fash- 
ion. Mr. Cabell does not neglect 
to point out the absurdities of the 
popular conceptions in regard to 
these age-old problems. Just as 
consistently, however, his tortuous 
logic leads once more to the re- 
cognition of the efficacy of age- 
worn solutions. 

It is altogether possible that 
this new book will be enjoyed by 
more pecqile than has any other 
of Mr. CabeU's works. Certainly, 
the stately and poetic quality of 
the prose and the urbane wit of 
his earlier works are not lacking. 
In addition, however, there is pre- 
sent a wistful and sympathetic 
understanding of the foibles of us 
poor humans which has not been 
in evidence before. Despite Mr. 
Cabell's previous contention that 
no author should write after 
reaching the age of fifty, "Smith" 
indicates that increasing age has 
both mellowed his sardonlcism 
and leavened his wit.. It is the 
presence of these newly-acquired 
qualities which mak^ the writer 
t>elieve that many who have been 
puzzled by the author's subtleties 
or offended by his stylistic satire 
may discover here a novel which 
is more compatible with their 
tastes. Mr. Cabell's admirers, on 
the other hand, although, perhaps 
decrying a certain l(»s In mtenslty 
and In originality of Ideas, will 
find a beauty and sincerity of 
which only "Domnel" had given 
any promise. 

Certainly, those who have has. 
tened to proclaim the end of Mr. 
CabeU's creative career may be 
suspected of a measure of pre- 
maturity. There Is good reason 
to suppose that this one of the 
very few modem writers who pos- 
sess both the talent and the cour- 
age to write polished and beauti- 
ful urose Is entering upon a new 
phase which may aUow him to ap- 
proximate that worthy and de- 
manding ambition to "write per- 
fectly of beautiful happenings."

the past war Is sure to get Its 
share of attention. There are 
things in "War Memoirs of Rotiert 
Lansing, Secretary of State" that 
read like a story of Grimm's or 
Anderson's — how America accept- 
ed the altruistic motives of the 
AlUes as opposed to the wicked- 
ness of the Central Powers; and 
how Americans were shocked that 
Germany wished to win that war 
to the extent of making It un- 
pleasant for those who got in her 
way. It Is unfortunate that the 
memoirs were not finished befbre 
Mr. Lansing's death, not for the 
record of historical happenings, 
which may be found In scores of 
volumes, but for the sake of com- 
pleting an Incredible picture of the 
official and national mind In the 
years 1915-1910. 

Marjorle Klanan RawUngs, who 
received honorable mention for 
"South Moon Under," a story of 
the people of the Florida Scrub, 
writes "Golden Apples." a realistic 
romance in the same setting. 
Though not so original as her first 
work, Miss Rawlings achieves cim- 
trast by importing an English re- 
mittance man to be mixed up with 
the local poor whites. (The remit- 
tance man marries poor Uttle Allie 
who dies in childbirth.) There are 
a couple of other characters whose 
inclusion gets the plot nowhere, 
but on the whole, story and back- 
ground are likely to hold the 
reader's interest. Even the dialect 
is in Its favOT. 

The schoolbook story about the 
steamboat is also being debunked. 
In the last work of Thomas Boyd, 
"Poor John Fitch: Inventor of the 
Steamboat" is given his due. In 
1787 Pitch perfected his model, 
but he turned to a private stock 
company to launch It Instead of 
seeking wealthy backen. with ttte 
consequence that eleven yiMrs 
later he washed down a doaen 
opium pills with a glass of whiskey, 
and left to Robert Pulton the 
glory and the profits. This uni- 
que biography is enriched by use 
of the Inventor's journal, ludicr^ 
ously misspelled and ridiculously 
forthright. From it we leani of 
Revolutionary service which de- 
veloped his talents as gun-smith 
and bucket-mender; of his survey- 
ing exploits in Virginia and the 
Northwest; of his horrified refusal 
on one occasion to swap his 
trousers for a wampugi skirt; of 
his marriage to "a decent wixman, 
in no ways ugly, but . . . inclining 
to be an Old Maid." Finally there 
is the tragically convmcing ac- 
count of his attempts to market 
his inventi(m.

It rests with farmers themselves 
whether or not the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration wiU l>e 
justified in offering another corn- 
hog adjustment program. accOTd- 
Ing to word which J. R. Hutche- 
son, director Virginia agricultural 
extension divisitm, has receive 
from Claude R. Wickard, chief of 
the AAA corn-hog section. 

An adjustment program might 
be urgent In view of com and hog 
prices and the outlook for future 
production, and yet if enough 
farmers did not vote in favor of 
ruch a prc^rara. indicating the 
necessary support and participa- 
tion, the Administration rould not 
l>e justified in offering a program, 
he pointed out. 

To Seek Reaction 

Furthermore, the referendum is 
only one step in determining 
whether or not there shall be a 
new program following the one 
w{iich expires on November 30. 
Wickard said. Such programs are 
not simply set up in Washington 
and then handed down to farmers, 
but are the result of an orderly 
procedure. 

First come the public hearings 
at which consumers, 
farmers and other interests have 
a chance to be heard. Two ques- 
tions are to be considered: first, 
whether a program is needed to 
bring alraut or maintain a fair ex- 
change value, and second, whether 
a program would be effective in 
carrying out the purposes of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act. 

Farmers should remember, AAA 
officials point out. that in the re- 
ferendum they are not voting on 
a specific contract but on whether 
or not they favor a corn-hog ad- 
justment program to follow the 
program which expires on Novem- 
ber 30.

Cheime a SofestHale Far Meats 
Eggs 

The msonderstanding about the 
digestibUity of cheese which used 
to be prevident hks been corrected 
to a considerable extent. Un- 
doubtedly part of this rep&tation 
for indtgestiUIlty can be traced to 
the fact that cheese used to be 
«aten as an addition or accom* 
paniment to other foods, which 
were perhaps already too rich in 
themselves. 

In recent years the value of 
cheese as a concentrated food has 
been l>etter appreciated and it has 
taken its rightful place as a part 
of the dietary, replacing instead 
of supplementing eggs and meats. 

Cheese supplies protein in a 
concentrated form, as well as fat 
and vitamins in appreciable 
quantities, it is also rich in 
calcium and phosphorus. Cheese 
dishes may include additional fat, . 
milk, and carbohydratesto give the 
proper nutritive balance and in- 
crease the palatability of the 
dishes by varying the form and 
flavor. 

One should always be very care- 
ful not to overcook cheese, as in- 
tence heat hardens the protein so 
that it is almost impKMSible for the 
digestive juices to meak it down. 

In the following recipe the 
cheese is combined with other 
materials and the method of pre- 
paration is arranged so that the 
danger of indigestlbility is avoid-

Ford V-8 cars for 1936 were 
shown for the first time Tuesday 
to FOrd dealers at group meetings 
in the 34 Ford branch cities in the 
United States and seven in Can- 
ada. The new caifs will be publicly 
shown for the first time tomorrow 
by dealers. 

Body lines which strike a new 
note In conservative streamlining, 
a new treatment of the Interiors 
and three important refinements 
in chassis engineering summarize 
the principal improvements. There 
are no radical changes. The 85- 
horsepower V-8 engine, of which 
more than 2,000,000 are now in 
operation, Is unaltered. 

Of the three principal chassis 
improvements, one — improved 
steering— is aimed at greater ease 
and safety of operation. Two 
others tend to greater comfort. 
One is the use of new steel wheels 
which lessen the unsprung weight 
and thus provide greater riding 
comfort. The other is an improved 
transmission using quiet helical 
gears — formerly used only in 
second and high speeds — in all 
forward speeds and reverse. 

A new front-end treatment gives 
added distinction to the body 
Unes. The hood Is longer, extend- 
ing gracefully over the attractive 
new radiator grille. With its ver- 
tical slots and more accentuated 
"Vee", as well as its smoothly 
rounded lower edge which blends 
with the streamlined curve of the 
inner portion of the fenders, the 
grille contributes a new note of 
smartnera.

(Ccmtinued from Page One) 
sewer, gas, and water extensions: 
improvement of roads in isidated 
communities such roads not in- 
cluded in the Federal Aid Han; 
erection of new and additions to 
(Ad setuxA iMiildin^; extensive re- 
pairs and remodelling of existing 
structures, and a state-wide sys- 
tem of airp(»ts. 

One of the most interesting and 
at the same time valuable projects 
is the farm-to-market road im- 
provement program, said officials. 
A plan to improve approximately 
2100 miles of isc^ted ciHnmunity 
roads, fnot ta be built by Federal 
Aid) and the system of roadside 
markets is lo(Aed upon as an oat- 
standing effort to help the farmer 
in his crop disposal problems as 
well as his contacts with the 
main centers of distribution, in 
the event there are no community 
roadside markets in his immedi- 
ate vicinity. 

In the face of delays which ap- 
pear unavoidable. Administrator 
Smith stated that reports from his 
distAct directors for the last half 
of September indicated that there 
was decided optimism in some 
sections among the sponsors of 
projects now underway. 

The reports from the state as a 
whole are to the effect that the 
work of organizing projects for 
^gom^i-is p rog r essing in face of 
the fact tliat in the case of un- 
skilled wcmnan's labor there is a 
problem presented which requires 
some analysis. 

That the WPA program is pro- 
gressing on a state-wide scale is 
substantiated by the last semi- 
monthly reports from which of- 
ficials pointed out that work was 
proceeding on more than 15,000 
ft. of curb and gutter construction 
in Portsmouth and that in the 
second district there were 14 pro- 
jects underway including the 
major projects of the Norfolk 
Stadium. 

Plans for this stadium, which 
will meet a definite need in the 
Tidewater meiropolis. provide for 
the construction of a football field 
including a quarter-mile cinder 
track, two concrete grandstands, 
ticket booths, parking space and 
other accessories necessary to a 
Complete athletic field.

THERE is probably no folk holiday 
which lias taken a stronger hold 
upon the imaginatiota than Hal- 
lowe'en. 

Hallowe'en is really an autumn 
festival of the old world but peasant 
superstition robbed the holiday of 
its original meaning and surrounded 
It with the dellKhttuI mystery of 
ghosts, witches, spirits and hobgob- 
llni. 

Through all its variations It still 
retains Its place in American life as 
a night tor grotesque, gay costumes 
and parties; and when parties are In 
order your camera should play a 
prominent and Important part in the 
festivities. 

A Hallowe'en party simply isn't a 
Bui'cess without some of the tradi- 
tional games. It would be like uele- 
brating Christmas without some ref- 
erence to Santa Claus. One of the 
games extremely popular with the 
younger generation is "Bobbing the 
Apple." 

Isn't such a picture as the one 
above well worth taking? Jimmie 
has succeeded in capturing the bob- 
bing fruit from the tub of water — 
and what a picture it makes. It's 
very simple to snap such a picture if 
you have a camera with an / .6.3 lens 
or faster. It is advisable too to Use 
super sensitive panchromatic film 
when makine snapshots at night. 

Here is what you do. First of all 
you will need two or three Photo- 
flood bulbs. These lights are similar 
in appearance to the ordinary elec- 
tric light bulb used In lighting your 
home. They are ineipensive and can 
be purchased from almost any store 
wiling photographic supplies. 

Place an ordinary floor lamp about 
three feet to the left of your subjects 
aiMl slightly forward. Tilt the shade 
upwards so the light fally iUunl- 
nates yonr acene. In the same post- 
tioB place aaotber lanp to the rixht 
of yoar "^ppl* bobbars." %f dia-

By the light f^om the ordinary 
bulbs in your lamps you can locate 
your subject In the finder. After set- 
ting the dlstanco or footage scale at 
the proiper di. nee set the dia- 
phragm at /.6.3 and the shutter 
speed at 1/25 of a second— the cam- 
era loaded with a super sensitive 
film. Now you can replace the ordi- 
nary light bulbs with the brilliant 
Photoflood lamps, turn them on and 
you are ready tor your picture. Be 
sure that the lamps do not show. 

A shutter speed of 1/25 of a sec- 
ond will not stop much action so 
have the one who gets the apple hold 
a position for just an Instant, such 
as that of the boy in the above pic- 
ture, and ilp— you have made a snap- 
shot at night Isn't that simple 
enough? 

It you have a box camera you will 
need a Pbotoflash bulb. Set your 
camera for a time exposure. For a 
time exposure you should place your 
camera on a table or a firm support 
of some kind tor any movement ot 
the camera may cause a blurred pic- 
ture, even though the flash of these 
lamps lasts but 1/SO of a second. 

After locating yonr subjects in the 
finder place a Photoflash bulb in a 
floor lamp at your side and slightly 
forward but within arm's rtaoh. 
Tilt the shade the same as described 
above. Now — open the shntter of 
your camera, and switch on the enr- 
rent. After the flash clos* OM shat- 
ter Imnpdlately. ,~ 

It Is not necessary to hav«4u the 
lights out In the room whea taktaig 
a Photoflaah picture, bat d« net hnva 
bright lights near the rabjeet or 
any lighu shining into tba leas of 
the camera.

Oetaber 11— Seeoni ParalM Is 
Began 

On the night of October 11th, 
tbs allied American and French 
foi%es began the construction ot 
a seccmd parallel within 300 yards 
<rf Oie right of the British works 
and from three to five hundred 
yards in advance of the first par- 
it alM, opened so successfully the 
week before, thus bringing bothc 
wings within storming distance of 
tlw British lines. Detachments 
f riwtt the two armies-, von Steuben's 
divtel(m furnishing the American 
detoil, opened this new parallel 
after dusk, every second man of 
Ote party car^^g a fascine and 
shovel and every man a "shovel, 
spade or grubbing hoe." By morn- 
ing an intrenchment seven hun- 
dred and fifty yards long, three 
and one half feet deep and seven 
feet wide had been thrown up by 
' ttie besiegers. •'^ ■ * ^ 

It was an exciting and busy 
night, with its alarms and sorties 
by the enemy and the whizzing of 
shot and shell from the first 
parallel over the heads of the dig- 
gers, diaries of those who partici- 
pated tell us. Two men, indeed, 
were killed by the premature 
bursting of French shells in the, 
crpss-fire. 

Both von Steuben and Wayne 
were exposed to the dangers as 
well as their men, and the story 
is told that once, when a shell fell 
near them, von Steuben threw 
himself into the partially-com- 
pleted trench and Wayne follow- 
ed, stumbling over his superior of- 
ficer. "Ah ha. Wayne," laughed 
von Steuben, "you cover your gen- 
eral's retreat in the best manner 
possible." This was coming to 
close quarters, but the increasingly 
effective fire of Uie American and 
French gunners soon quieted the 
British batteries, and work on the 
second parallel went on for two 
days longer without an unusual 
list of casualties. 

October 12 — Preparations Made 
to Storm British Bedoubts. 
Although the Construction of 
the second parallel within three 
hundred yards of the enemy did 
much to aid the effectiveness of 
the allied position, the investment 
could not be considered completed 
because of the new emplacements 
arranged for the enemy's artillery, 
which required an extension of 
the parallel on the right to the 
river bank, held by two outer 
works. British redoubts, numbers 
9 and 10 occupied this ground, 
and their ^sitlon enabled them 
to maintain a constant and har- 
assing fire upon the men who oc. 
cupied the new line of entrench- 
ments. 

Washington, determined to abate- 
this annoyance by the capture of 
the two redoubts, called his of- 
ficers into conference as to how 
this capture could be best effected. 
Military authorities concur in the 
belief that the successful outcome 
of this venture did more to hasten 
the surrender of Lord Comwallis 
than any other tactics of the 
nineteen-day siege. In thl% 
thought Comwallis concurred. 

By the 11th of October fifty- 
two pieces were playing on the 
British fortifications from ' the 
American and French batteries 
and had succeeded in nearly sil- 
encing their fire. Writing to Clin- 
ton at no<m of this day Comwallis 
said: "We have lost about seventy 
mm and many of our works are 
c<Hidderably damaged. With such 
vtstks, on disadvantageous ground, 
against so powerful an attack we 
cannot hope to make a very long 
resistance." The capture of the 
two outer redoubts on the night 
of the 14th was to make that 
period of resistance even shorter. 
The assault of the redoubts was 
assigned to the choice corps of the 
allied army: the work upon the 
light, on the high bank of the 
Toric River was assigned to the 
Amertcan Light Infantry under 
Lafayette; the other nearly a 
qiuoter-mile to the left, to the 
n«e(^ chasseurs and grenadiers 
mdw Baron de Voilmenil. Such 
w» the martial pride of these 
solars, amounting to a friendly 
rivalry, that both redoubts were 
gallantJy carried at nearly the 
saoM moment.

■Fhe time selected for the Ibimtng 
1^ ttte fortlficatton, he writes, was 
the night of the 14th. Fte tbe 
st(Hining par^ im the tMt ot the 
French the grenadiers and ebaa- 
sears of the regiments GateiMris 
and Rosral Deuxp(»its, f(Hir hun- 
dred strong, were detailed. The 
redoubt to be taken stood across 
the road leading from Yorktown 
to the Moore h(H]se below, and was 
held by Lieutenant-Colonel Mc- 
pherson and about one hundred 
and twenty British and Hessiaiis. 
Colonel William Deuxpcmts, a 
i>rave, enthusiastic spirit in the 
French army, ctmunanded the de- 
tochment, with Ueutenant-Coloiiel 
Baron de I'Estrade, an officer of 
forty years' service as second. As 
the detachment moved out of the 
lines iqto position everybody wish- 
ed Oeuxponts success and glory, 
and expressed regret as not being 
able to go with him. "That mom- 
ent," he wrote in his Journal, 
"seemed to me very sweet, and was 
very elevating to the soul and 
animating lo the courage. 
My toother, e-s-p-e-c-i-a-1-l-y 
my brother — and I shall never 
forget it — gave me marks of a 
tenderness which penetrated to 
the bottom of my heart." At the 
giveh signal — the firing of six 
shells in rapid succession— about 
eight o'clock, just after dusk, the 
force advanced in columns by 
platoons, the*flrst~fifty chasseurs 
carrying fascines, to fill the ditch, 
and eight carrying ladders. 

The second battalion of the 
regiment Oatenois, under Count 
de Rostaing, remained in reserve, 
with Baron de Viomenil com- 
manding the whole. Oeuxponts 
moved on silently when, at a hun- 
dred and twenty paces from the 
redoubt, a Hessian sentinel dis- 
covered them. Who goes there, he 
shouted. No answer coming, the 
enemy instantly opened fire. Un- 
luckily, the strong abatis, twenty- 
five paces in front of the fort, 
stopped the French several min- 
utes, and there they lost men 
while the pioneers cut away a pas- 
sage; the obstructions once clear- 
ed, the chasseurs dashed on, and 
began mounting the parapet. 

Finding the French actually on 
the edge of their redoubt, the 
enemy charged upon them; but 
Oeuxponts ordered his men to fire 
and countercharge, and the work 
was theirs. The Hessians threw 
down their arms; the French 
raised the shout of "Vive le roi!" 
They had carried the redoubt in 
less than half an hour, with the 
loss of fifteen killed and twenty- 
seven wounded, the enemy losing 
eighteen killed and fifty prisoners. 
For his conduct on this occasion 
Oeuxponts received the tile of 
Chevalier in the Military Order of 
St{ Louis as a special distinction. 
October 14 — Amerloans Storm 

Redoubt Number 10. 
The success of the Americans in 
storming redoubt number 10 was 
no less brilliant than that of their 
French comrades. The praise be- 
stowed by Lafayette upon his light 
infantry, that they were equal to 
the best troops in the world, 
proved to be well grounded. Vio- 
menil, likewise, was loud in his 
praise of their action. The bat- 
talions selected for the assault 
were Gimat's. Alexander HamU- 
ton's and half of Laurens' — the 
whole under the immediate com- 
mand of Hamilton, whose own 
corps was led by his major. 
Nicholas Fish of New York. As 
in the case of the French, the de- 
tachment consisted of four hun- 
dred. 

The actual storming of the 
rampart is described thus by 
Johnston : The work to be stormed 
was a square redoubt. Number 10. 
somewhat smaller than the one 
captured by the French, standing 
within twenty-five feet of the 
river bank, and held by the Brit- 
ish Major Campbell and about 
seventy men. At the given signal — 
rapid firing of six shells — ^Hamil- 
ton and his column advanced, 
with unloaded muskets, Laurens 
having first been detached to take 
the redoubt in reverse and prevent 
the escape of ttie garrison. Under 
the almost perfect discipline of 
these troops every order was 
executed with precision, and. as 
they neared the works, they rush- 
ed to the charge without waiting 
for the sappers to remove the 
abatis, thereby saving themselves 
the delay and loss which befell the 
French. 

Climbing over or breaking 
thrmigh the obstmctions. they 
reached the diteh, enveloped the 
work and, scaling the parapet, 
made the capture within ten min- 
utes after the stort. The forlorn 
hope of twenty men, under lieut- 
enant John Marsfield, of the 
Fourth Connecticut, led the col- 
umn without wavering and enter, 
ed the work. Bo well had every 
movement been timed, that Major 
Fish's battalion, which foUovrad 
indining to the left. 
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to mmndCT theaudvea H prisw- 
ers at war to the comMnMl toltem 
oX France uid America; all gi^.

were to be deUvned unimpaired; 
I^ans for the surrender (rf ttie 
po^ weie ocrtUned in drtall, 
based tm the terms given to Oen- 
end Linctrin at the surrender ni 
Charlesttm a year Xnetate. and tAe 
setting aside of a skwp of war to 
carry messages to Clintim from 
Lord CwnwidttB. 

The articles were "Done to the 
trenches before Ymrktown" by 
General Washingtmi, Rochambeau 
and de Barras, representtog the 
allied American and Rrench forces 
and by Thomas SymmHto for the 
British and H«98lan forces. 

An was now ready for the 
actual surrender, which was to 
take place <n> the plains of York- 
town on October 19th. 
October 19— The Sarrender of 
Lord Comwaliii. 

Dr. Rand(dph Ktim gives the 
following account of the surrend- 
er: The field of surrender lay 
three-fourths of a mile south of 
Yorktown, west of the Hampton 
road. Along the route of march 
ivam. the late British works the 
American army was drawn up on 
the right side of the road. The 
French line paralleled it, facing 
inward. The French troops. In 
their uniforms of white with their

Lieutenant-Colonel Barber's bat- 
talion, which Lafayette sent for- 
ward at the last moment to sup- 
port Hamilton, was on hand after 
the assault to help hold the posi- 
tion in case of a counter attack 
by the enemy. The Americans 
lost nine men and twenty-five 
were wounded. 

No sooner were the redoubts 
taken than the supports fell to 
digging and by morning both 
works were included in the second 
parallel, which thus tiecame com- 
plete and unpleasantly menacing 
to the besieged. To Clinton, who 
was making hurried efforts to re- 
scue him. Comwallis wrote on Uie 
15th: "Last evening the enemy 
carried two advanced redoubts on 
the left by storm, and during the 
night they included them in their 
second parallel, which they are at 
present busy in perfecting. My 
situation now becomes very criti- 
cal; we dare not show a gun to 
their old batteries, and I expect 
that their new ones will open to- 
morrow morning. Experience has 
shown that our fresh earthen- 
works do not resist their powerful 
artillery, .so that we shall soon be 
exposed to an assault to ruined 
works, in a bad petition and with 
weakened numbers. The safety of 
the place is, therefore, so pre- 
carious that I cannot recommend 
that the fleet and army should 
run any great risk in endeavoring 
to save us." 

October 15 — BrHkh Attempt a 
Smtie. 

Following the usual tactics of 
a besieged force that a sortie 
should be made agatost the be- 
siegers, the British troops, on the 
night of October 15th. dashed out 
at the second parallel of the allied 
forces to repeat what the French 
and Americans had done two 
nights before. Comwallis had as 
his object the crippling of the un- 
finished batteries, whose fire 
when opened, would prove too de- 
stmctive to his fortifications, and 
thus gain a littJe more time for 
relief which still was possible. 

The rading party, numbering 
about four hundred and com- 
manded by Colonel Abercrombie. 
vas composed of two hundred 
light infantry under Major Arm- 
strong and two hundred gren- 
adiers of the Foot Guard and 
Captato Murray's company of the 
Eightieth under Lieutenant-Col- 
onel Lake. Movmg forward about 
three o'clock in the momlng. they 
rushed upon a Ftench battery, 
drove off the gimnte, q>llnd tma 
cannon uid tti«i attacked ttie 
battery to the iWit, nmunanded 



by Captain Savage. Entertog it, 
they spiked three guns with bay- 
onet-points, and challenged, 
"What troops?" "French," came 
the answer; to which Abercrombie 
made reply, "Rush on, my brave 
boys, and skin the hounds I" 

Count de Noailles, who had 
command of the French supports 
that night, hearing Abercrombie's 
cry. ordered his grenadiers to the 
charge, when they instantly met 
the British with their shouts of 
"Vive le roi!" killed eight of them 
took 12 prisoners, with the loss of 
twenty officers and men on their 
part and one American sergeant, 
and prevented the assailants from 
wreaking further damage. 

A gallant sortie by the British, 
but it proved of no avail, for in 
less than six hours the spiked 
guns were again playing on York- 
town. 

October 16— ComwidliB Attempts 
To Join CItoton 

The seriousness of his position 
was now all too apparent to Lord 
Comwallis. Surrounded, both on 
land and sea, by a superior force 
of men, his earthworks ruined and 
his supplies rapidly dwlndltog the 
British commander decided on 
October 16 to make a break for 
liberty by cutting through ttie 
beleaguering lines, and, by forced 
marches, reach a place of safety. 

Late in the night he took the 
chance. Ordering the abandon- 
ment of the sick and wounded 
and the camp supplies, his project 
was to cross the York River with 
his effective forces and land at 
Gloucester Point. Then, the troops 
under Choisy, Lauzun and Weedon 
were to be cut up, their mounts 
seized and used by his men and— 
t*e dash northward was to begin. 
By means of forced marches to 
the other side of the Rappahan- 
nock and Potomac, thence march- 
ing through Maryland, Pennsy- 
lvania and New York, Comwallis 
hoped to reach Clinton's camp 
and the security which it offered^ 
This, of course, was precisely the 
last resort Washington desired to 
provide against wrtien he asked 
DeGrasse to station vessels in the 
Upper York. 

The beginning of ttie evacuation 
held some encouragement of suc- 
cess, and might have changed the 
siege of Yorktown into a race for 
the Hudson, but for a violent 
storm which blew up irfter the 
nrst troops had landed ca the 
Gloucester shore. This Inomiortone 
vldtotiMi prevented the rest of ttie 
garrton frcnn getltog across the 
Yoik RivN and coBQwUed Oie 



first division to return to the 
camp on the banks of the river. 

All hope fled with this necessary 
action ' and further resistance 
would have been madness. "We 
at that time could not fire a Single 
gun," Comwallis reported. "I 
therefore proposed to capitulate." 

Octoiter 17 — Comwallis Sues For 
Terms. 

The rising of the sun out of 
the waters of the Chesapeake on 
the morning of October 17 was 
the signal for the American and 
French mortars and howitzers to 
open fire on the already near- 
demolished ^rtifications protect- 
tog Yorktown and the British 
forces. Suddenly there appeared 
above the parapet the flag of 
truce and the red-coated dram- 
mer boy, climbing to a praition 
within sight of the allied forces, 
began to beat his parley and the 
Revolutionary War. for all prac- 
tical purposes, had come to an 
end. 

It is interesting to note that 
this most notable event to our 
early history fell on the, fourth 
anniversary of Burgoyne's sur- 
render at Saratoga. 

Comwallis proposed a cessation 
of hostilities for twenty-four hours 
and asked that two officers might 
be appointed on each side to set- 
tle terms for the surrender of the 
posts at Yorktown and Gloucester. 
By the same messenger, Washing- 
ton asked that the proposals be 
put in writing and delivered to 
him not later than two hours after 
the delivery of his letter. To this 
Comwallis replied in the late 
afternoon, submitting his pro- 
posals, which were disapproved by 
General Washington, who the 
next day sutoiitted the general 
basis upon which a definite treaty 
of capitulation must take place. 

Washington immediately dis- 
patched a copy of Comwallis* let- 
ter to DeGrasse and expressed his 
desire to have the French admiral 
participate in the drawing up of 
the articles of capitulation. He 
intimated that if naval reasons in- 
terfered, to send an officer to re- 
present him. The French admiral 
responded by sending de Barras. 

October IS— Terms ef Sarrender 
Are Arraaiei. 

On the morning of October 18th 
commissioners iciuesenting the 
three armies met at the Moore 
House to draw up the article of 
capitolation. 

Included to the ^rms kA mir- 
lender were these itons; the gar- 
risons of Yoilctown and GMou- 
oei^er. totduding aU <^oers, wne 



and decorations of precious metals 
and gems, forming a striktog con- 
trast to the war-worn wasted and 
multifashioned luiiforms of the 
Americans. Yet the Stars and 
Stripes, young in action, resplend- 
ent in meaning and design, waved 
gloriously for the lesson of the day 
and interpretation of the future. 

At the head of the American 
line was Washington, mounted on 
a splendid white war charger, sur- 
rounded by his general of f icera, 
Lafayette. Lincoln, von Steuben, 
Knox. Duportall and Nelson. 
Rochambeau. mounted on a mag- 
nificent bay, had position at the 
head of his valorous Frenchmen, 
with Chastellux and Baron and 
Comte de Viomenil grouped near- 
by. A squadron of Lauzun's hus- 
sare was drawn up in a circle in 
the open field. 

The conquered Britons and Hes- 
sians, evacuating their works, 
marched along the road, colors 
cased, dmms beating, in the new 
uniforms which they had donned 
that morning under Comwallis' 
orders, to prevent them from fall, 
tog into the hands of their con- 
querors. Upon reaching the field, 
the men of each regiment passed 
within the cordon of hussars, laid 
down their musketa and retumed 
to their lines to await the sur- 
render of their colors. Washtog- 
ton and Rochambeau moved to 
the front. 

The officer of the da$'.iin charge 
of the ceremony, took position in 
front. Facing him were the Brit- 
ish captains, each beartog the flag 
of his regiment. The same num- 
ber of American sergeants were 
drawn up to receive them. The 
officer of the day gave orders to 
the captains to advance two paces 
and deliver colors, the sergeants ot 
advance two paces to receive 
them. The British, hesitattog, ex- 
plained it as being in their opto- 
lon a needless humiliation to sur- 
render the flags to noncommis- 
sioned officers. Colonel Hamilton, 
in charge, directed the officer of 
the day to receive the flags and 
pass them to the sergeanta. 

The closing scene of capitula- 
tion, the surrender of the sword, 
fell upon General O'Hara, repre- 
senting Earl Comwallis. who was 
reported ill. Stepping forward, the 
Briton offered the weapon to 
Rochambeau, as less humiliating 
than surrendering it to a rebel. 
The count waved him to General 
Washington who in tum handed 
him over to General Lincoln, tte- 
signated to receive it, as a retalia- 
tion of the indignities placed upon 
him at the surrender of (Varies, 
ton. The entire Briti^ army then 
went into camp, surrounded by a 
guard of American and French 
troops. 

A similar ceremony at the mme 
time, by order of the commander- 
in-chief, took place at Gloucester, 
on Uie oinmsite side of the river. 
General de Choisy of the Flench 
army receiving the surrender of 
the post.

Governor Peery again has been

Farmers will need to take a 
reasonably long look ahead to find 
the pitfalls in the com-h<w out- 
look for the next few years, ac- 
cording to G. C. Herring, animal 
husbandman, of the Mlrginla ex- 
tension division. 

It will be 1937 before the large 

1935 com crop now In the making 
and the prospective large 1036 
crop will show up in the number 
of hogs marketed. Ilie decialon 
as to whether or not farmers favor 
a corn-hog adjustment plan to 
follow <he 1935 program cannot 
safely be made on the basis of 
present conditions or even on the 
outlook for a single year ahead. 

Balance Needed 

Many farmers remember when 
they were up against the same 
problem that faces them now, the 
problem of getting feed supplies 
and livestock numbers back Into 
balance again. 

The most recent Instance was 
in 1921 and 1022 when com sup- 
pUes for each hog averaged 55 
(ushels. or 20 percent more than 
during the previous five yean. In 
1932 hog production was 3.4 bil- 
lion pounds, or 36 percent larger, 
than In 1921. This cycle had its 
beginning when hog numbers were 
liquidated during and Immediately 
following the World War. 

Present feed supplies are al- 
ready so far out of line with live- 
stock numbers, as a result of the 
drought, that the grain supply 
per animal for the 1935-M feed- 
ing season undoubtedly will be 
larger than In any year since the 
war. with the exception of 1926. 
If there is no adjustment program 
following the. 1935 contract and 
only average yields are obtained 
on the county's five year average 
acreage for 1938-32. com suppUra 
per hog will be boosted farther in 

1936 and 1937. 

Prospective InereMe fcargir 

The prospective increase is 
enough to make com supplies per 
hog within the next two years SO 
percent larger than the average 
supply for the five years before 
1936. This large sumnly would set 
the stage for one of the gieataat 
increase in hog produ^QB tliat 
the country has ever seen duiteg 
a pertod ot similar lengtt witti 
consequent dlsastrmis hog prices.

Until anticipated action is 
by Virgtaiia's legislators to repetf 
the present antl-gamlng laws aa 
they apply to horse and dog 
tracks, the Cavalier Kennel ClUb 
property at Virginia Beach «ID 
remain closed, mute evidence of 
an ingenious attempt to cireom- 
vent the law withcut succeaa. eMh 
was determined yesterday after- 
noon, when Justice B. D. Wbtte. 
of the Circuit Court of Appeals, 
affirmed the decision of the trial 
Justice court in the cases of Com- 
monwealth versus Atwood and 
Arkenau on charges of violating 
the State gaming code. 

The fhies of $200 imposed on 
the defendanta by Justice B. V, 
Gresham late in July, in the Ylr- 
ginia Beach Court, were confirm- 
ed although the thirty-day Jafl 
sentences were suspended. Bdwin 
J. Smith represented the defend- 
ants in the contest. 

Legal Battle Ends 

So ends one of the most Inter- 
esting legal batUes to have Its 
origin in Princess Anne county In 
many a year.

A RACE TRACK FOR VIRGINIA 
BEACH 



At Tim Waier*» Edge 
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Saturday, farmers of this sec- 
tion, together with! those all over 
the United States, {will cast their 
ballots on the question of continu- 
ing the corn-hog contracts for 
another year. Although it is our 
thought that much of the govern- 
mental program designed to aid 
specific groups of citizens has 
failed signally in its purpose, some 
few of the farming measures have 
|)een particularly successful, and 
one of those items has been the 
attempt to stabilize the hog mar- 
ket. 

Mow, Just as the first phase of 
regulation draws to a close, we are 
•Me to note a reasonable balance 
fcet#een the p^duction of com 
ani hogs, which in turn has help 
id to stabilize the hog market 
•nd bring a fair return to the pro- 
ducers. Whether the government 
could have been so successful 
Without last year's drought and 
the consequent decrease in the 
number of hogs is a question, but 
that need not worry us since the 
huge surplus of hogs is now non- 
existent. To keep that fine bal- 
ance between demand and sup- 
ply is the thought of all con- 
cerned, and, since no other suit- 
able program has been advanced, 
that of governmental supervision 
seems most feasible. 

It is true that pork prices today 
wre disproportionately high when 
cpmpared with other foodstuffs, 
Imt that bcrease in prices has 
meant salvation to the producer. 
Since, as was pointed out in these 
columns last week, a measure of 
prosperity must be assured to the 
farmer before any real prosperity 
can be apparent throughout the 
rest of the country, there is a real 
need to continue the program 
which made such possible, making 
whatever changes in the procedure 
expertence has shown to be de- 
airaUe. For that reason, we are 
hopeful that the farmers of Prin- 
cess Anne and those of the entire 
«»untry will vote to continue the 
corn-hog contracts. 

The plan is a good one because 
It seeks to stabilize the market 
through practical methods. It is 
fair to the small producer as it is 
Just to the large grower and, be- 
came it aims at a sound balance 
between supply and demand, it 
must react eventually to the good 
oi all concerned. If meat prices 
are hi^ as a result of its perform- 
ance, it must be remembered that 
tlw farmer cannot hope to ad- 
vance from a position of near- 
pofmty with prices of the past 
tew years prevailing. As «% see 
n, ttie stabilization of this phaue 
of agriculture may well be Uie 
ttnA rung of the ladder which is 
to carry us all out of the slmigh 
•f dqimslon.

No better object lesson in the 
matter of a Virginian's love of 
horseflesh couldi be given our leg- 
islators - who won agsun wiU lie 
called upn to pass judgment on 
legalized betting— than last Sun- 
day's offering at Carolanne Farm. 
Five thousand persons, said to be 
the largest group ever to witness 
such an event in the South, were 
on hand for the annual horse 
show, as interested and criticial a 
group of such number as coidd be 
found anywhere. 

Histories of colonial Virginia 
give a leading role to the horse. 
Here America's first hunts wer^ 
organized, here breeding for pur- 
poses of speed was first under- 
taken and here was the home of 
the nation's first race-meetings. 
George Washington, Thomas Jef- 
ferson and similar Illustrious souls 
spoke feelingly of the sport and 
recreational facilities smtiodied in 
the noble animal, and their senti- 
ments continued to be uppermost 
during the gay ante-bellum days. 

Now, sentiment is reviving, be- 
ing brought back to its natural 
home. Northern Virginia today 
breeds the finest horses known in 
the country and— a thoroughly 
logical development — ^there Is a 
demand that the track be legal- 
ized. So strong was the impetus 
of the movement when It appeared 
before the last General Assembly 
that the bill permitting such 
tracks lost by but one vote la the 
State Senate. Next year, the bill 
again will be introduced. 

It is unnecessary, we believe, to 
point out that Virginia Beach is a 
logical place for such a track. The 
facilities of the resort community 
provide ample accommodaticms for 
the type of crowd that would visit 
such a development, and the 
scheduling of early spring and late 
fall race meetings would be pos- 
sible because of the equable clim- 
ate prevailing at these seasons. 
We refrain from speaking of an- 
ticipated revenues from such a 
venture and of the resulting bene- 
fits to local business interests. 

It has been pointed out in re- 
cent days that since such a bill 
would permit the establishment of 
both horse and dog racing the 
same track might be utilized here 
for both sports without continu- 
ance of the evils which appeared 
with the creation of last summer's 
dog track. Since those who patro- 
nize such ventures are a group 
apart from Virginia Beach's usual 
tourist trade, through highly to be 
desired, the dual purpose of the 
track could not be construed to 
interfere with those businesses and 
amusements already established 
here. 

Virginia, l^ot Kentucky, is the 
home of the true racing sports- 
man. The creation of a track is, 
therefore, a right not to be denied 
him.

Last wedcend. 175 perscms, rang- 
ing in age frmn a nine-mtmtti-cdd 
baby girl to an ageing cartoonist 
of national reputation, met vio- 
lent and sudden death on the 
highways of the nation. 

Last year, 36,000 men, women 
uid children were furled into 
eternity by l*e same route, leav- 
ing almost a million more maimed 
and bleeding by the side of the 
road. 

In the last fifteen years, 388,- 
936 Americans were killed in auto- 
mobile accidents. This last figure 
contrasts with 244.357 Americans 
killed in all of the wars of our 
national history. 

The cries of the bereft and the 
moans of the injured rise to heaven 
^ay in a mighty chorus of ag- 
ony. Men and women, thehr de- 
capitated heads sewed to their 
once animated bodies, with jagged 
wounds exposing punctured lungs 
and hearts^ with arms and legs 
missing of so badly mangled as 
to defy* restoration even for the 
temporary purposes of burial, have 
left this world tn a burst of speed 
and with a resounding crash. 

Those left behind, more fortu- 
nate victims of reckless impulse, 
lie in hospital rooms racked with 
the pain and fever of mortal hurt, 
with limbs missing or so crueUy 
brmen as to deny further use, 
blinded, scarred, internal organs 
punctured and nerves all but de- 
stroyed. Others, boasting of "how 
they got away with it," nurse 
minor injuries or show by an un- 
natural nervousness that they too 
have ridden with death. 

Next weekend wiU tell a similar 
tale. Splintered glass, twisted 
^teel, blood, torn clothing and torn 
Bodies, still forms on a slab, waxi- 
ly portraying the consequences of 
bad motoring judgment, will be 
mute evidence that America has 
gone for another weekend "ride."

this kind of blood and agony and 
sudden death. 

"Take a look at yourself as the 
man in the white jacket shakes 
his head over you, tells the boys 
with the stretcher not to bother 
and turns away to somebody 
else who isn't quite dead yet. And 
then take it easy."

Politely and firmly, he said: "Did 
you realtee you were g<^g 60 
miles an hour? These roads are 
slippery and that speed is danger- 
ous, not only for others but for 
yourself.

If you put your ear carefully to 
the ground these days you can 
hear the first faint squeaking and 
twitterings of a great propaganda 
chorus that will presently, be in 
full cry. 

The same phenomenon was no- 
ticeal^e in 1914, and Americans 
failed notably to devise the right 
kind of defense agidnst it. Before 
so very long we were lending the 
Allies money to buy our own goods, 
going to war to protect the loans, 
and then learning that the loans 
weren't to be paid anyway. 

Right now the propaganda 
noises have Geneva as their base. 

The League of Nations has im- 
posed "sanctions;" member na- 
tions, in other words, are asked 
to put trade and financial pen- 
alties on Italy, in the pious hope 
that Signer Mussolini can thereby 
be persuaded to see the light of 
reason. 

Through it all we Bear a great 
deal of talk about "enforcing 
peace," and about the challenge 
which the war presents to the 
world's collective machinery for 
averting war. 

This makes fine reading, but 
we should beware of taking It all 
too seriously. For It leads to a 
long lane which has no turning, 
and at the end of Uie lane there 
is another fight to make the world 
safe for democracy, or somettiing. 
In which American troops and 
warships would be greatly appre- 
ciated. 

Italian imperialism has provok- 
ed a new war. lliat much Is un- 
deniable. What we can easily 
o\«rlook is that the shouting at 
Geneva comes princiiMlly from a 
rival imperialism whose toes are 
about to be stepped on. 

Britain is the moving spirit in 
this action for suictims: and 
Britain, you may remember, has 
the gr^test African empire the 
world has ever seen. It got tttis 
empire in precisely the way that 
Mussolini is trying to get one— by 
wiUklng In and hitting the origi- 
nal poBsrasmv oi the soil on the 
head. 

AMca Is a large ccmtlnent, but 
it dOM not contain room enough 
tot two rival onpires, both inter- 
ested in the same territory. If 
Mussolini achieve the empire he 
wants, the Britt^ «nph« in Af- 
rica will be ttirratened. Ranee 
Downing stxvet is anxtous, British 
warships are concentrated in the 
Mediterran»ui, and Britain is 
prodding the league into activity. 

It Is up to Amerioins to r^uae 
to be fo(^d. nie teague actkm 
is less a move to oitotot peace 
than a move to pnHiect Ihfigluid's 
Afrlom possesriom Mrainst tlwde- 
itens of a rival power.

off our feet by emotional talk 
about America's duty to the cause 
of peace, we may yet find our- 
selves sending troops across the 
sea to preserve the British em- 
pire. And while that empire may 
be well worth preserving, it is 
hardly our Job to do it.

VIRGINIA AND REUEF 



The announcement from Wash- 
higton that dh-ect relief to Vir- 
ginia will be discontinued after 
October 31, naturally leads one to 
wonder what. If anything, the Vir- 
ginia Legislature will appropriate 
for relief at its forthcoming ses- 
sion. 

Since the various threats of the 
Federal authorities to penalize 
Virginia for her failure to appro- 
priate anything have not been 
carried out, it remains to be seen 
whether the General Assembly will 
continue to leave the localities and 
the Federal Government holding 
the bag. We do' not see how a 
State in as gilt-edged financial 
condition as Virginia can continue 
indefinitely on its present course 
but having pursued this policy 
throughout the entire depression, 
the lawmakers of the Old Domin- 
ion may feel that there is no rea- 
son to change now. 

A factor in the Legislature's de- 
eislop probably will be the ablUty 
of WPA, PWA and the State 
Highway Department to take care 
of all employables in need of work. 
The "staggered" work on the 
highways has been of little or no 
benefit to the cities, where the 
great bulk of the most serious un- 
employment has always been, but 
presumably the department will 
continue to offer this work for 
the benefit of the rural areas. 

If there are still employables 
without jobs after WPA, PWA and 
the Highway Department have 
done what they can. It will devolve 
upon the General Assembly to ap- 
propriate funds to take care of 
them. Whether the Assembly will 
meet its responsibility In this re- 
gard cannot be foretold. 
! Ample projects have been sub- 
'mitted to Wadiington from Vir- 
ginia to provide for all the em- 
ployi^les in the State, but it Is 
highly probable that a fairly large 
percentage of these promts will 
be rejected by Uie Federal au- 
thorities. Hence It may be that 
a considerable number of Virginia 
employables will fall to find work 
on Federal projects or on tkm 
highways. This is particularly 
true of certain ;q>ecialized groups 
ot woiken, such as unskilled wo- 
men. Will the Stfte make pro- 
vition for them, if they are left 
stranded? 

The large grmip of urwmploy- 
aU^ in Virginia has been cared 
for throiiKliout Hie depresnlon by 
the counUes, clfles and towns, 
without wuMm^ trom tlw Oom- 
monwMRh. l^is has placed a 
hehvy burden on many of Uie lo- 
caliUes, Richmond included. R 
seems only fair thi^ the mate 
diould come to the muMmBce oi 
Uie kica^les in Buddi« lewvta^m 
for these casMtttas of the depres- 



Then there Is the group of tran- 
sients new in evidence in every 
State which must be cared for by 
somebody. The localities do not 
feel that it is up to them to as- 
sume this additional load, in view 
of the fact that the Common- 
wealth has burdened them with 
the entire expense of caring for 
resident unemployables. It Is only 
logical for the State to assume 
the cost of looking after these un- 
fortunates. 

It seems to me, in fact, that it 
will be up to the Legislature at its 
next session to resolve the inpon- 
sistencles of its attitude through- 
out the depression. Ccmtrolled by 
men who contend that relief is a 
State and local responsibility, and 
who decry "centralization," it has 
steadfastly refused to apprcH^riate 
a cent for the relief of the State's 
own citizens, while at the same 
time every effort has been made to 
extract all the money possible 
from the Federal Government 
Are the people of Virginia satis- 
fied with such a niggardly and 
contradictory policy? — Richmond 
Times-Dispatch.

"The Great Change" is a wel- 
come addition to the very few 
readaUe boolcs Uiat succeed in 
dealing with the problems of mir 
present economic dilemma, in a 
thorough^ detached and scientific 
manner. The result of cooperative 
effort (HI the part at the "dean oS 
American econcnnists." Richard 
T. Ely, and a Journalist oi ad- 
vanced academic training and ex- 
tensive experience^ Frank Btdm, 
the book presents a forceful ana- 
lysis of the situation and .a 
thought-provoking soluti<m. 

The first part ol the work views 
the present depression as the apex 
of a period when the mechaniza- 
ti<m of economic life has de- 
strc^ed the basis of (4d time re- 
lationships. The resulting attempt 
to handle hew situations by means 
of antiquated political machinery 
and economic philosotdiy led to 
the cr{^s of 1933 in America and 
to the fskscist and communist dic- 
tatorships that have reduced mil- 
lions in Europe to the condition 
of "serfs of the state." The auth- 
ors sense the unwillingness of the 
American people to purchase eco- 
nomic security by the surrender 
of individual liberty. 

The chapters on "Reorganiza- 
tion" begin by asserting the right 
of every citizen to a decent living 
wage. As our present situation 
has clearly brought out the failure 
of "rugged individualism" to se- 
cure this result, recourse must be 
taken to new methods to obtain 
a balanced economy that would 
end the prol^lems of over-produc- 
tion. The authors advocate a 
combination of individualism and 
social action. 

It is refreshing to find that 
the basis of the programme of 
action is firmly placed upon de- 
veloping in the individual an at- 
titude of social responsibility. 
Stressing the essential democracy 
of American traditions, the .auth- 
ors seek to perpetuate through 
education the spirit of community 
cooperation that was a feature of 
the old rural life. 

State action is regarded as ab- 
solutely essential to the solution 
of our major economic problems; 
but action, it appears, must be of 
a type that fosters rather than 
cramps individual initiative and 
a sense of responsibility. Each 
situation evidently requires sepa- 
rate consideration. "Henceforth," 
writes Frank Bohn. "we shall be 
served by several forms of econ- 
omic organization. Individual pro- 
ducers, privately owned industries 
functioning under code authori- 
ties and great publicly organized 
work armies will function side by 
side." 

The general reader will be in- 
terested in the discussion of in- 
ternational economic policy. The 
present European situation gives 
force to the statement that na- 
tions shut off from raw materials 
and markets will rebel against the 
status quo unless some method is 
evolved whereby these peoples may 
be assured of voluntary coopera- 
tion of more favoured neighbours 
in securing the essentials of sound 
economic life.

on individualism accompanies re- 
liance on the power of the State; 
an attitude of essential sympathy 
with the New Deal exists along 
with a decided preference for the 
gold standard. 

Naturally, no hitelligent person 
will begin the reading of a work 
of this kind in any but a slightly 
critical mood. No two men, how- 
ever learned and experienced, can 
possibly arrive at a complete solu- 
tion of the most pressing problems 
of our times. Many will doubtless 
take issue with the suggested 
transfer of responsibility for in- 
dividual welfare from the man 
himself to the State; but none can 
deny that the volume presents a 
basis for pertinent discussion. 

Rarely does one find basic eco- 
nomic questions presented so 
lucidly and attractively. "The 
Oreat Change" provides pleasant 
reading as well as food for 
thought. Ely and Bohn have suc- 
ceeded in creating a most excel- 
lent introduction to the study of 
the basic economic problems of our 
times. 

While government is sticking a 
finger into a good many pies, it 
does not lack for explainers, 
apologists, mentors and attackers. 
Two of the most conflicting stand- 
points are brought out in recent 
publications by Stuart Chase and 
Albert Jay Nock. 

That "Qovernment is Business" 
Is a very engaging advocacy of 
state socialism will not come as a 
surprise to the many readers of 
Stuart Chase's earlier books. Mr. 
Chase define business as getting 
things done, and, believing that 
the state is the most powerful of 
all organisations, he seems to 
think, "Why not get the most 
powerful organsation behind busi- 
ness; make it responsiUe for how 
business works out, for what our 
output and earning capacitlN 
shouhl be— in short, make it re- 
sptmsible for everything that de- 
termines our standards of living?" 
Citing the depression as proof of 
the failure of private enterprise, 
Mr. Cham gets down to the parti- 
culara of his plan. Which, when 
you come right down to it, decid- 
edly out-deals the New Deal. 

On the other hand. Eta-. Nock, 
who acquired a reputation as an 
observer in "A Journal of These 
Days." does some considerable 
viewing with alarm in "Our 
Enemy the State." Dr. Nock be- 
lieves that government in enter- 
prise heretofore labeled "Private" 
is a dangerous quantity. He 
points out the distinction between 
the getting of pn^ts through ttie 
ingenuity of the hidividual, and 
the preempting ot profits by an 
organimtion to ^om nmie can 
say nay. Re is wary of tlw de- 
cline ot individualism, and sorrow- 
ful oi the pomen that have al. 
PMdy boMi driegated to govern- 
ment. Polnthig out that gov«ta- 
ment's powwv ^ouM be rertrtc- 
ted to governing, he pesslmlsMml- 
ly asks, "Is it too lale?"

Editor, ^rginia Beach We^Jy, 
Sir: Many emmeous statements 
in c(»inection with the histwy of 
our country creep into the puUlc 
press, tending to misinform those 
of us who aaxevt the "printed 
word" as true. As your paper la 
largely read by Uie youth of our 
county, may I have space in your 
columns to correct such an error 
that appeared in "At the Waters 
Edge" on October 18th. 

The opening sentence of the 
article reads— "When Jefferson 
and his associates wroto into the 
Constitution the guarantees of 
free speech, x x x ". 

The thirteen colonies having 
more of less cdmmon grievances 
against Great Britain, formed an 
alliance under articles ot c<m- 
federation. They sent delegateai 
to a Congress which had charge of 
the war and foreign relations of 
the United Colonies. Peace was 
declared September 3rd, 1783. 
Fromr that time until the Con- 
stitution was adopted by the 
States and the government under 
it was inaugurated, the only gov- 
ernment of a national character 
that existed was by the Congress 
which functioned under the 
articles of confederation, created 
for purposes of a common war, 
and of but little strength in time 
of peace. Each State claimed its 
sovereignty, and the dealings With 
foreign counties as well aS the 
trade relations between the sev- 
eral states became confused and 
were fast becoming intolerable, 
the State of Maryland then in- 
vited the States to send delegates 
to a convention to meet at An- 
napolis. Maryland, for the pur- 
pose of so amending the Articles 
of Confederation as to straighten 
out trade relations between the 



m January, 1788, tfte UtU»- 
ture (Burgesses) (rf Virginia, ap- 
p<toted ctelegates to a cimvention 
to be lield at Annapcriis on the 
first Monday in September, nss. 
Oaly a few irf the States were re- 
presmted at this conference, and 
nothing was done except the 
adoption of a rmdutlcm intro- 
duced by Alexander Hamilton in- 
viting the States to send delegates 
to a convention to be held at 
Philadelphia the second M(mday 
in May, 1787. This CMivention 
met in Philadelphia, and after 
some days delay, awaiting the ar- 
rival of absent delegates, organ- 
ized by electing George Washing- 
ton, a Deputy from Virginia, as 
President. After working until 
the 17th of September. It87, it 
submitted the Constitution of the 
United States to the several States 
and the same was adopted, but 
not by Virginia, until a resolution 
was passed providing for the 
adoption of (he first ten amend- 
ments, the first of which forbids | 
Congress' to abridge "the freedom 
of speech or of the press." 

Washington was elected Presi- 
dent and was duly inaugurated as 
such in April, 1789. The ten 
amendments were submitted to 
the States on the 2^th of Septem- 
ber of the same j^ear, and adopted 
by them. They have always been 
considered as practically a part i 
of the original Consty.ution. 

It will thus t>e seen that the 
period during which the Consti- 
tution was being considered, made, 
adopted and put into effect is 
from the abortive attempt to hold 
a convention at Annapcriis on the 
first Monday in September, 1786. 
to the inauguration of George 
Washington as our first President, 
in April, 1789. or at the latest the 
adopton of the ten amendments 
on the 25th of September, 1789. 

There is no account of Thomas 
Jefferson's ever having taken any 
part in the framing of the Con- 
stitution or any of the ten amend- 




peats, or in tb$ 
same 1^ the ^afes or an 
than. On the ataltixfw, hi 
Summer of IIM he was sn 
minister i^enlpotentiarsr toM 
and" remahwd in Burope i 
November, 1788.

With meat i»ices soaring sky- 
ward it is necessary for us in the 
home managing field to consider 
our menus and marketing in a 
more seriom yet imaginative man- 
ner. 

One outlet for economiidng is 
the use of canned and dried meats 
as wen as the less tender cuts of 
fresh -meat ch(qq>ed or ground. 
These meats we have been cooi- 
bining in tasty dishes and tasting 
for several months and now have 
some rather interesting recipes for 
yOQ to try on your family the 
coming weeks. We know that you 
will find them to be simple, econo- 
mical and c(dorfiil to prepare and 
mighty tasty to li^g and small ap- 
petites. 

Corned Beef Hash 

Chop together equal quantities 
of canned corned beef and cooked 
white potatoes — brown in hot 
bacon drippings — add sufficient 
liquid such as milk, meat broth, 
canned tomato soup, or white 
sauce to make the hash of desired 
consistency— cover— Cook 5 min- 
utes on "High", make hollows in 
hash, break eggs into these— Re- 
cover— then "Steam Off." 
Camp Hash 

Chop fine and brown in fat 3 
medium onions and 1 green pep- 
per. Add 1 lb. round steak ground 
—continue the browning, then 
add pulp from 1 large can toma- 
toes. Season with salt, and 1 tbsp. 
chili powder. Cover and "Steam 
Off." Serve hot on toast points 
or with mashed potatoes.

Gray, of Raleigh, N. C, Regional 
DirectM* of Land 0tillzatim), Re- 
settlement Administration. 

Mr. Oray revesded that an al- 
location (tf $229,000 had been ap- 
proved for pin-chase of the land 
necesrary tor the project. OptioBs 
are now being accepted oaA ap^ 
proved acreage. All land b^ng 
acquired has been voluntarily of- 
fered for sale to the government 
by the owners, who will be paid 
when the titl» have been ap- 
proved. 

Andrews Heads Project 
James P. Andrews, of Fannvilte, 
Va., is manager of the project. 

The Appomattox-Buckingham 
project is located in what has l)een 
defined as the "proMem area" of 
Central Piedmont Virginia. The 
project areas spreads over forty- 
six square miles of land once cov- 
ered with magnificent virgin for- 
ests of hardwoods and shortleaf 
pine. The timber industry origin- 
ally provided the inhabitants of 
the area with part time employ- 
ment to supplement their farm in- 
comes, but when the timber was 
exhausted and the cut-over area 
had been swept by recurring for- 
est fires, the farmers soon were 
out and in large measure aban- 
doned their agricultural acres. 

PabUc Forest 

Now the Resettlement Adminis- 
tration is taking over this non- 
productive- area to convert It into 
a public forest and recreation 
center— thus restoring It from a 
liability to the counties in which 
it is located to a national asset. 

Plans for the project area call 
for new roads, camp grounds, fish 
propagation facilities, game sanc- 
tuaries, feed and cover crops, arti- 
ficial lakes and a fire protection 
system. The project has been de- 
clared capable of self-liquidation 
in a reasonable number of years. 

"When developed and put under 
management the area can serve to 
demonstrate the value of con- 
servation of national resources 
and of sound forest management 
for the education of people living 
within its reach," Mr. Oray stated. 

At the same time, 125 of the ISO 
families now living in the im- 
poverished region are to be reset- 
tled and afforded a new start on 
more fertile farms in neighboring 
territory. Other families will re- 
locate without help.

LAST week the Snapshot Guild re- 
ceived a letter from a reader 
who lives in the country. She wrote 
in part— "At this time of year the 
clouds are simply beautiful and often 
when their formations are unuaually 
attractiv* I take many snapshots 
hoping they will register and give a 
rather true picture of the beautiful 
scene. I have been somewhat disap- 
pointed In the results, however, for 
these beautiful, soft, white clouds 
have not appeared In the picture as 
true to nature as 1 had hoped for." 

Clouds do add to the beauty of 
any outdoor picture but It Is true 
that they do not always resistor 
through the lens of the camera as 
they appear to the eye. 

Suppose we are Uklng a picture 
such as the one above and use a film 
which is sensltlTo only to ultra-vio- 
let, violet and blue light We should 
not be able to distinguish between 
the clouds and sky If we give enough 
exposure to show detail In the land- 
scape. This Is because the light from 
the blue sky and the white clouds Is 
very rich In light rays to which the 
film responds. 

Although clouds and blue sky are 
both rich In nltra-vlolet, violet and 
luo, there la a marked difference 
between the two. The light from the 
cloada, being wblto, actually c«»- 
talns a certain awoant (tf green and 
red light, while that firora tke blue 
sky doM aot

green and red light, and also pat 
over the lens a filter which holda 
back the ultra-violet and blue. Tha 
green or green and red light from 
the clouds will thus effect the film, 
while practically no light from tha 
sky will get through to It, and in the 
finished print, the clouds will appear 
whiter than the sky. 

Borne film is slightly sensitive to 
green light hut supersensitive pan- 
chromatic films will respond to both 
Rreen and red light. Such films will, 
therefore, show up the clonda 
against the sky If used with a yellow 
filter. Tho deeper the yellow color 
in the filter the more violet and blue 
It removes, or "holds back." 

As you will no doubt snrmlsa, 
there are vsurlous types of filters aid 
each type has its limitations so la 
choosing a filter yon must anaka 
your own decision, based on yonr 
general re<|nlrement8. A good «eB- 
eral all-round filter is the K-S whtek 
requires lengthening the exposal* 
two to four times, depending i» tka 
film employed. 

There is also a liter known as a 
Sky Filter used extensively by tka 
amateur to photograph clouds la a 
landscape with no Increase In ei^ 
posnre tine.
